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Introduction 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  administrative  county  of  Cheshire  for  the  year  1959. 

At  the  mid-year  the  county’s  population  was  882,200,  an  increase 
of  13,400  over  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate,  16-0  per  thousand 
population  was  the  highest  since  1948  which  was  one  of  the  “bulge” 
years. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  21-6  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths;  there  has 
been  little  difference  in  this  rate  during  the  last  ten  years,  although 
the  stillbirth  rate  for  1959  was  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  death  rate  over  the  administrative  county  was  12-0  per  1,000 
population.  2,418  of  these  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  45-64,  of 
whom  1,497  were  men  and  921  women,  a ratio  of  1-63  men  to  each 
woman. 


T^he  infantile  mortality  rate  was  23-4  per  1,000  live  births,  not  so 
low  as  in  1958  or  1957,  which  was  the  lowest  figure  ever  known  in 
Cheshire.  A new  type  of  infantile  mortality  rate  makes  its  first 
appearance  in  this  Annual  Report,  the  perinatal  death  rate  which  is 
the  number  of  stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  week  old,  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  This  rate  for  1959 
was  36-1. 


Deaths  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  and  abortion  totalled  4,  i.e.  0-28 
per  1,000  total  h\e  and  stillbirths.  Ihis  is  a very  considerable 
improvement  upon  the  figures  for  ten  years  ago  (1-63  per  1,000  total 
li\  e and  still  births),  but  is  more  than  the  figure  reported  for  last  year 
when  only  two  deaths  took  place  in  the  administrative  county  from 
these  conditions. 


The  commonest  single  site  of  fatal  cancer  was  again  the  lungs  anc 
bronchi,  from  which  disease  363  deaths  took  place  during  1959  Ii 
is  interesting  to  compare  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lungs  and  bronchi  m the  various  areas  of  the  county.  For  instance 
in  those  county  districts  whose  centre  lies  within  ten  miles  of  the  centre 
of  Manchester,  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  was  0-47  per  1 OOC 
population,  and  in  those  county  districts  lying  within  ten  miles  of  tht 
centre  of  Liverpool,  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  was  0-38  per  1 00( 
population.  In  the  Cheshire  industrial  towns  outside  the  ten-mile 

040  per  1,000  population,  and  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county  il 
was  0, lb  per  1,000  population.  1 he  number  of  deaths  from  ca/cei 
of  the  other  or^ns  of  the  body  remains  fairly  stationary  t ear  bv  year 
1 he  pattern  of  incidence  of  death  from  bronchitis  is  similar  to  that 
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noted  with  regard  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  totai  number  of  deaths 
from  bronchitis  throughout  the  county  was  493.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  varies  somewhat  from  year  to  year,  but  there 
has  been  little  sign  of  improvement  over  the  last  ten  years.  Within 
ten  miles  of  the  City  of  Manchester,  0-61  persons  per  1,000  population 
died  from  this  cause.  In  those  county  districts  within  ten  miles  of 
the  centre  of  Liverpool  the  figure  was  0-50,  the  Cheshire  industrial 
towns  lying  more  than  ten  miles  distant  from  Manchester  or  Liverpool 
had  a death  rate  from  bronchitis  of  0-58  per  1,000  population,  whilst 
the  death  rate  in  rural  districts  was  0-51. 

Once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
coronary  disease  which  totalled  1,716,  of  whom  541  were  of  persons 
between  the  ages  of  45  and  64  years.  The  enquiry  into  environmental 
factors  affecting  death  from  coronary  thrombosis  amongst  persons  aged 
45-64  years  has  been  concluded  and  a paper  on  this  subject  is  awaiting 
publication. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  either  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year,  and  only  one  from  whooping  cough. 

Nine  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  five  cases  of  the  non-paralytic  form  of  this  disease.  This  com- 
pares with  27  paralytic  cases  notified  in  1958  and  99  cases  in  1949. 
It  is,  of  course,  difficult  to  say  as  yet  that  the  noticeable  decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  is  due  to  the  vaccination  programme 
carried  out  in  the  county.  Cases  of  whooping  cough,  which  is  another 
infectious  disease  against  which  immunising  procedures  are  regularly 
carried  out,  have  lessened  as  measured  by  notifications,  from  2,216  in 
1949  to  1,046  in  the  year  under  review.  The  percentage  of  children 
immunised  against  diphtheria  under  the  age  of  five  years  has  been 
maintained,  so  that  approximately  67%  of  children  entering  school 
have  been  already  immunised  against  diphtheria  in  the  pre-school 
period;  there  is,  however,  need  for  a greater  response  to  invitations 
to  school  entrants  to  receive  a reinforcing  or  “booster”  dose  of  antigen. 
Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  recently  introduced  treble  vaccine 
which  promotes  immunity  to  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

I'he  number  of  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  drops  steeply 
each  year.  In  1959  there  were  230  primary  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  26  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  compared  with 
308  and  43  respectively  in  1958,  442  and  123  respectively  in  1949  and 
622  and  325  respectively  in  1929.  The  bigger  drop  is  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  now  that  Cheshire 
has  been  made  an  eradication  area  for  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  6,182 
herds  and  99%  of  all  cattle  in  the  county  are  attested.  Tuberculosis, 
particularly  non-pulmonary,  is  a disappearing  disease  and  the  time 
should  not  be  far  distant  when  a notification  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis becomes  almost  as  uncommon  as  one  of  diphtheria.  The  death 
rate  from  tuberculosis  in  1959  was  0-06  per  1,000  population  and  more 
than  one  half  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  the  45-64  age  group. 
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B.C.G.  vaccination  remains  a popular  procedure  and  during  1958 
77%  of  parents  approached  regarding  the  vaccination  of  their  children 
aged  12  years  to  14  years  of  age  by  B.C.G.  consented.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  19%  of  school  children  tested  for  evidence  of  past  tuber- 
culosis infection  were  positive  to  the  tuberculin  test,  showing  a past 
infection  as  compared  with  46%  of  persons  tested  because  they  were 
contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  Divisional  Medical 
Officers  at  Stalybridge,  Sale  and  North-East  Cheshire  and  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  for  the  Hyde  area  co-operated  with  the  Department 
of  Child  Health  at  Manchester  University  in  a research  project  concern- 
ing the  efficacy  of  freeze-dried  vaccine,  sterilisation  of  needles  and 
syringes  and  the  types  of  needle  most  suitable  for  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
It  is  expected  that  a report  on  the  research  will  soon  be  published. 

Health  education  has  been  regarded  as  a most  important  aspect  of 
the  work  of  the  department  during  the  year,  and  particulars  are  given 
on  page  61  of  the  measures  adopted.  When  it  is  realised  that  health 
visitors  go  each  year  into  approximately  one-quarter  of  all  the  houses 
in  the  county  and  that  the  clinic  centres  and  health  department  premises 
throughout  Cheshire  are  visited  by  thousands  of  people  annually,  it  will 
be  realised  that  the  opportunities  for  disseminating  health  propaganda 
are  many.  Film  shows  are  particularly  attractive  and  the  good  attend- 
ances at  preparation  classes,  which  include  relaxation  exercises,  are  used 
as  a potent  means  of  health  education  and  are  visited  periodically  by 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  who  give  talks  to  the  women  attending. 
The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  county  which  for  hospital  purposes  is 
administered  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  this  is 
an  area  which  comprises  two-thirds  of  the  county,  is  served  by  the 
Manchester  Committee  on  Cancer  so  far  as  education  of  the  public  in 
connection  with  cancer  is  concerned.  Discussions  have  taken  place 
with  representives  of  Merseyside  authorities  with  a view  to  establishing 
a similar  organisation  based  on  Liverpool.  Voluntary  societies  for  the 
prevention  of  home  accidents  have  been  set  up  at  Bebington,  Nantwich, 
Hazel  Grove  and  Sale  and  a small  grant  is  given  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  towards  the  expenses  of  these  societies. 

The  principles  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee  in  the  organisation 
of  a Chiropody  Ser\ice  \vere  that  chiropody  should  be  made  available 
to  all  those  persons  who  in  the  opinion  of  their  family  doctor  required 
It,  that  persons  in  the  priority  classes  should  not  be  debarred  for 
financial  reasons  and  that  the  standard  of  chiropody  practice  under  the 
scheme  should  be  the  same  as  in  good  private  chiropody  practice  The 
service  has  been  made  available  to  old  persons’  clubs  and  a grant  is 
inade  direct  to  each  club  using  the  service  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  treatments  given  at  club  meetings.  The  excellent  use  made  of  the 

^6.  Unless  the  Divis- 
ional Medical  Officer  is  of  the  opinion  that  more  frequent  treatments 
are  required,  the  frequency  of  treatments  is  limited  to  six  in  the  first 
SIX  months  of  treatment  and  six  in  each  succeeding  year  should  a 
continuance  of  treatment  be  required. 
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The  whole  county,  except  for  those  few  areas  where  the  ambulance 
service  is  undertaken  by  adjoining  authorities,  is  now  served  directly 
for  ambulance  purposes  by  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  Radio 
control  was  introduced  on  1st  December,  1959  into  the  Wirral  area  and 
is  now  extended  to  Mid-Cheshire,  Runcorn,  Crewe,  Nantwich,  South- 
East  Cheshire  and  Macclesfield.  Eight  persons  are  employed  in  the 
Control  Room  at  County  Hall  and  the  rota  is  so  arranged  that  two 
Assistant  Control  Officers  are  on  duty  at  all  times  of  the  day  and  night 
throughout  the  week.  The  population  of  Cheshire  and  the  use  made 
of  radio  control  in  the  service  is  such  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
extend  this  method  of  communication  to  the  whole  county  until  a 
second  frequency  has  been  allotted;  until  this  takes  place  an  area  in 
the  north-east  of  the  county  will  necessarily  be  without  radio  control. 
'I'he  Stephenson  Minuteman  Resuscitation  Apparatus  which  was  intro- 
duced into  all  divisions  has  proved  exceedingly  useful  and  it  is  consid- 
ered that  by  means  of  this  apparatus,  lives  have  been  saved. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  recruiting  midwives  and  district  nurses, 
particularly  in  rural  districts.  All  vacancies  are  eventually  filled  but 
some  times  a long  interval  elapses  and  re-advertisement  is  necessary. 

There  was  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  attending  the 
County  Council  ante-natal  clinics,  and  an  additional  ante-natal  clinic 
has  been  established  at  Frodsham  in  co-operation  with  the  consultant 
obstetrician  attending  the  Chester  City  Hospital.  During  1959  the 
percentage  of  hospital  confinements  of  Cheshire  residents  was  67%, 
31%  of  confinements  took  place  under  domiciliary  conditions  and  2% 
were  in  private  nursing  homes.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  women 
confined  in  hospital  had  nursing  attention  from  county  midwives  after 
their  discharge  from  hospital. 

One  additional  child  welfare  centre  was  established  at  Cheadle 
Hulme.  There  is  now  in  each  town  in  the  county  a regular  young 
children’s  clinic  at  which  young  children  over  the  age  of  one  year  attend 
by  appointment  and  are  examined  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  In 
each  case  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  attending  the  young  children’s 
clinic  also  conducts  school  medical  inspections  in  the  same  town.  The 
aim  is  to  provide  continuous  medical  oversight  by  the  same  doctor. 
Particular  care  is  bestowed  at  these  clinics  on  children  who  are  in  any 
way  handicapped,  and  who  show  behaviour  problems. 

At  47  child  welfare  centres  special  sessions  are  devoted  by  health 
visitors  to  the  assessment  of  hearing  of  young  children  by  means  of 
screening  tests.  It  is  found  that  approximately  10%  of  the  young 
children  attending  fail  the  tests  in  the  first  place;  these  are  re-tested  at 
a later  session,  and  if  they  still  fail  are  sent  to  the  hearing  clinics 
conducted  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  on  the  county  staff.  A team 
from  the  Manchester  University  Department  for  Education  of  the  Deaf 
attends  quarterly  to  conduct  audiology  clinics  at  each  of  five  centres  to 
advise  on  the  educational  treatment  of  deaf  and  partially  deaf  children. 
Two  teachers  of  the  deaf  are  employed  and  hold  classes  at  county 
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clinic  centres  on  lip-reading  and  the  use  of  hearing  aids.  140  children 
are  attending  these  classes.  When  a child  is  found  to  be  deaf  and 
requiring  medical  treatment,  he  is  referred  to  his  family  doctor  and  to 
the  appropriate  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic. 

I'he  day  nursery  at  Ellesmere  Port  had  to  be  closed  at  the  end  of 
1959  because  the  land  was  required  for  other  buildings,  and  until  a new 
day  nursery  could  be  erected,  the  nursery  had  to  be  moved  to  Hooton 
Park  Pavilion  standing  about  two  miles  from  the  site  of  the  old  day 
nursery.  More  and  more  children  attending  day  nurseries  are  referred 
by  medical  officers,  health  visitors  and  child  care  officers  as  special 
cases,  and  they  are  being  increasingly  used  for  social  purposes  as  w^ell 
as  to  care  for  children  both  of  whose  parents  are  in  emplo5mient. 
Occasionally  it  is  found  practicable  to  admit  mentally  subnormal 
children  of  nursery  school  age  for  social  training.  It  is  considered 
that  day  nurseries  perform  a most  useful  social  function. 

Additional  clinic  centres  have  been  erected  at  Handforth  and  on  the 
Broomwood  Estate  at  Altrincham;  a new  ambulance  depot  has  been 
built  at  Bebington.  At  Hazel  Grove  where  a portion  of  the  existing 
clinic  centre  which  was  an  old  building  and  on  a busy  main  road  had 
become  dangerous,  a new  clinic  centre  is  to  be  built  and  a portion  of  the 
site  on  which  the  clinic  centre  will  stand  has  been  sold  to  the  local 
medical  practitioners  for  the  purpose  of  a new  group  practice  surgery. 

The  county  proposals  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  have  been 
approved,  with  some  minor  amendments,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
'I'hey  include  extension  of  the  provision  of  training  centres  for  the 
mentally  subnormal  to  six  centres  for  children  and  six  for  adults,  and 
the  replacement  of  four  of  the  existing  five  centres  by  new  specially 
erected  buildings.  One  centre  for  adults  (at  Ellesmere  Port)  and  a 
centre  for  children  at  Eastham  are  in  course  of  erection,  the  Eastham 
centre  will  include  a special  section  for  grossly  physically  as  well  as 
mentally  handicapped  children.  The  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
has  been  doubled  and  is  now  25,  organised  in  nine  teams,  each  in 
charge  of  a Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer;  provision  is  made  for  a 
woman  mental  welfare  officer  to  be  included  in  each  team.  They 
arrange  for  the  admission  of  mentally  ill  patients  to  hospital,  attend  at 
psychiatric  out-patient  clinics,  visit  patients  in  hospital,  carry  out  after- 
care at  the  request  of  the  consultant  psychiatrists  and  fulfil  all  the  manv 
duties  on  behalf  of  mentally  disordered  persons  which  can  be  termed 
welfare  . An  excellent  co-operation  has  been  established  w'ith  all  the 
hospitals  for  the  mentally  disordered  and  at  one  of  them  regular  case 
conferences  are  attended  by  the  county  medical  staff,  at  which  problems 
relating  to  persons  about  to  be  discharged  are  considered  The  increase 
m the  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers  has  necessitated  additional  and 
improved  office  accommodation,  and  clerical  assistance  has  so  far  been 
rovided  at  three  mental  hedth  offices.  Arrangements  are  being  made 
for  the  use  of  the  Whlliam  Gibson  Hostel  at  Wrenbury  Hall  Rehabil 
itation  Centre  and  Colony  for  Tuberculous  Men  as  a residential  hoste’ 
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for  adult  male  mentally  subnormal  persons,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some 
of  these  will  be  employed  in  the  long  established  industries  at  Wrenbury 
Hall. 

The  number  of  subnormal  children  admitted  for  short-term  care 
increased  from  29  to  46  in  1959.  A welcome  addition  to  the  facilities 
available  for  this  most  useful  service  is  the  accommodation  available  for 
young  children  at  Pallotti  Hall,  near  Macclesfield. 

The  child  guidance  service  now  being  organised  under  the  Education 
Committee  is  felt  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Mental  Health  Services 
and  25%  of  the  cost  is  paid  by  the  County  Health  Committee. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  is  that  the  special 
magistrates  will  no  longer  be  called  upon  to  adjudicate  in  the  admission 
of  mentally  disordered  persons  to  hospital.  These  magistrates  have 
carried  out  this  onerous,  difficult  and  often  unpleasant  duty  in  the 
most  helpful  possible  way  and  I must  take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing my  warm  appreciation  and  thanks  for  all  that  they  have  done. 

After  46  years  of  useful  work,  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory 
will  be  closed  near  the  end  of  this  year,  and  the  work  transferred  to 
a new  laboratory  set  up  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  adjacent  to 
the  Chester  City  Hospital.  The  County  Health  Department  is  assured 
of  every  co-operation  from  the  new  laboratory  and  the  two  junior  staff 
will  be  employed  in  the  same  work  as  they  have  been  doing  in  the 
county  laboratory.  Mr.  Webb,  who  has  been  the  chief  technician  in 
the  laboratory  since  its  inception  in  1914,  will  then  retire  after  extension 
of  service  over  the  age  of  65 ; he  has  been  an  indefatigable  worker  and 
tribute  must  be  paid  to  his  outstanding  services. 

\\’ith  a view  to  ensuring  that  general  practitioners  and  hospital  staffs 
are  fully  aware  of  the  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
a “Practitioners  Guide”  was  issued  in  eight  editions  covering  the 
whole  of  the  county  and  giving  full  particulars  of  all  clinics,  nurses 
and  midwives,  and  detailing  all  the  activities  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  in  each  of  the  eight  areas  into  which,  for  the  purpose  of 
the  guide  the  county  was  divided.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  to  keep  the  “guide”  up  to  date  by  circulating  all  new 
arrangements,  changes  and  appointments.  The  “guide”  also  includes 
other  information  which  it  was  thought  doctors  would  find  useful.  The 
normal  way  of  disseminating  information  to  practitioners  is  through 
the  regular  bulletins  sent  out  by  the  Executive  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell  Brown  and  Dr.  D.  G.  Anderson,  Divisional  Medical 
Officers  and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  Hyde,  Longdendale  and 
Tintwistle  and  the  Cheadle,  Wilmslow  and  Alderley  Edge  areas 
respectively,  retired  early  in  this  year  after  long  service  to  their  Councils 
and  to  the  County  Council.  In  wishing  them  a long  and  happy  retire- 
ment I thank  them  for  their  loyal  and  devoted  service;  they  were  both 
experienced  men  who  joined  the  county  staff  when  divisional  admin- 
istration was  first  organised  and  loyally  co-operated  to  make  this  a 
success. 
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My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
County  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  help  throughout  the 
year  and  also  to  the  Chairmen,  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Divis- 
ional Health  Committees. 

I am  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council,  the 
County  I'reasurer,  the  County  Architect  and  indeed  all  the  heads  of 
Departments  for  their  co-operation  on  all  occasions. 

Lastly  I acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  untailing  loyalty  and 
friendship  which  I have  always  received  from  all  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  not  only  in  the  County  Hall,  but  throughout  the  admini- 
strative county,

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Section  Ill.-Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  has  the  duty  of  making  available  a full  service  of 
vaccination  against  smallpox  and  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria; 
the  organisation  and  management  of  the  scheme  has  been  devolved 
upon  the  Divisional  Health  Committees.  Immunisation  is  also  pro- 
vided against  whooping  cough. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  now  devoted  to  Health  Services 
in  general,  and  to  this  aspect  in  particular,  will  result  in  a considerable 
increase  in  vaccination,  just  as  it  has  served  to  secure  a wide  response 
to  the  offer  of  immunisation.  Immunisation  is,  in  practice,  meant 
for  children,  with  particular  attention  to  those  under  5,  but  vaccination 
may  on  occasion  be  sought  by  persons  of  any  age,  and  a recent  amend- 
ment of  the  County  Scheme  has  provided  for  this. 

Arrangements  made  under  the  Council’s  scheme  include  parti- 
cipation by  general  practitioners  and  sessions  at  clinics.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  was  further  extended  in  March,  1956  to  include 
vaccination  or  immunisation  against  any  other  disease  authorised  by 
the  Minister  of  Health.  Approval  was  given  by  the  Minister  to  the 
vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis. 

When  the  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  started  in 
1956  only  children  in  the  1947-54  age  group  were  registered  for  vaccin- 
ation, but  in  May,  1957,  the  registration  of  children  born  in  1955  and 
1956  was  permitted.  Further  extensions  of  the  scheme  have  been 
notified  from  time  to  time  and  at  the  end  of  1959,  all  born  since  1914 
were  approved  for  vaccination.

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Section  IV." Ambuldncc  Service 


The  County  Council  is  charged  with  the  duty,  under  Section  27 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  provide  a comprehensive 
ambulance  service  throughout  the  County,  free  of  charge  to  persons 
carried;  the  duty  includes  transport  by  car  of  persons 
nublic  transport  but  do  not  need  to  be  recumbent.  1 he  service  is 
one  which  hL  been  devolved  for  organisation  and  management  within 
the  approved  estimates  to  Divisional  Health  Committees  throughou 
Oiunty.  On  and  from  1st  October  1957,  the  use  of  ambulance 
service  vehicles  was  permitted,  when  reasonably  possible,  for  stand-by 
duty  at  gatherings  and  for  the  transport  of  sick  or  disabled  perso^s 
when  neLsary  but  not  covered  Section  27.  Charges  ^^^e  for 
these  services  under  the  National  Health  Service  (Amendment)  . c , 

1957. 

During  the  year  three  Bedford  Lomas  ambulances,  two  Bedford 
Lomas  large  sitting  case  vehicles  and  six  Bedford  Lomas  dual  purpose 
ambulances  were  taken  into  service.  The  large  sitting  case  vehic  es 
have  been  introduced  successfully  m areas  where  the  population  is 
concentrated  and  up  to  14  people  may  be  picked  up  and  taken  to 


hospital  within  a short  distance. 

In  April,  1959,  the  County  Council  terminated  its  agreement  with 
Sandbach  and  District  Motor  Ambulance  Service,  to  provide  a service 
in  that  area.  The  staff  of  that  organisation  are  now  employed  direct  y 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  vehicles  directly  maintained,  the  whole 
being  managed  by  the  South-East  Cheshire  Divisional  Committee. 

Another  agency,  that  operated  by  Messrs.  Lever  Bros,  of  Bebirigton 
was  terminated  during  the  year  on  completion  of  a new  ambidance 
station  accommodating  five  vehicles  in  Bebington.  Formerly  staff  and 
vehicles  were  accommodated  in  premises  at  the  Clatterbridge  Hospital. 
The  new  building  was  opened  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County, 
Lord  Leverhulme,  in  July,  1959. 


During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  introduction  of 
lighter  ambulances  in  the  service  and  the  County  Health  Committee 
decided  to  purchase  two  ambulances  with  traditional  equipment  built 
on  B.M.C.  1|  litre  chassis,  these  vehicles  are  easier  to  handle  and  rnore 
economical  to  operate  than  the  large  vehicles.  Accommodation  is  at 
least  as  good  for  the  patients  as  that  provided  on  the  25  cwt.  chassis 
and  the  only  obvious  disadvantage  is  the  fact  that  the  vehicle  is  unable 
to  carry  emergency  top  deck  stretchers.  It  should  be  remembered, 
however,  that  this  equipment  is  very  rarely  used. 


During  1959,  preparations  went  ahead  for  the  introduction  of  radio 
control  and  on  the  1st  December,  1959,  the  new  Control  Room  estab- 
lished in  the  County  Hall  became  fully  operational.  The  radio  equip- 
ment is  sited  on  the  Old  Pale  site,  Kelsall,  adjacent  to  the  County  Police 
Wireless  installation,  thus  enabling  us  to  use  the  police  mast  to  support 
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the  ambulance  service  aerial.  This  apparatus  is  remotely  controlled 
from  the  County  Hall  by  means  of  a private  land  line.  The  Control 
Room  is  manned  night  and  day  by  a minimum  of  two  persons  and  the 
total  staff  is  one  Control  Officer  and  seven  Assistant  Control  Officers. 
The  whole  of  this  staff  was  recruited  from  experienced  members  of  the 
ambulance  service  and  this  has  done  much  to  create  the  co-operation 
and  feeling  of  confidence  which  exists  between  control  and  the  ambul- 
ance drivers.  At  the  end  of  the  year  operational  control  in  the  Deeside, 
Bebington  and  S.W.  Cheshire  Health  Divisions  had  been  transferred  to 
the  County  Control.  In  due  course  other  divisions  will  be  absorbed  and 
operational  and  administrative  control  will  be  transferred  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Section  of  this  department. 

1959  was  the  first  complete  year  that  Stephenson  Minuteman 
Resuscitation  apparatus  had  been  available  to  the  service.  Fifteen  of 
these  machines  are  in  operation  and  it  is  estimated  that  they  were  used 
on  at  least  forty  occasions.  On  twenty  occasions  reported  in  the 
Altrincham,  Sale  and  Lymm  Division,  thirteen  patients  were  revived 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  here,  that  on  four  occasions  the  machine 
was  used  successfully  in  assisting  Coronary  I'hrombosis  patients.  In 
other  patients  success  had  been  achieved  in  reviving  drowning  and 
gassing  cases  and  although  this  equipment  is  expensive,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  its  introduction  by  the  County  Health  Committee  has  been 
fully  justified  and  that  a real  contribution  to  the  life-saving  equipment 
of  the  County  has  been  made. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  County  Boroughs  of  Chester, 
Stockport  and  Warrington  and  the  Counties  of  Shropshire  and  Derby- 
shire provided  an  Ambulance  Service  in  particular  areas,  or  for  special 
purposes,  were  continued,  as  was  the  arrangement  whereby  the  County 
Borough  of  Liverpool  and  the  County  of  Lancashire  undertake  to 
convey  smallpox  patients  or  others  needing  special  disinfection.  On 
the  other  hand  Cheshire  provides  the  night-time  service  for  the  Glossop 
area  of  Derbyshire.

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Section  V.-Prevention  of  Illness, 
Care  and  After-care 


General 

Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  gives  per- 
missive powers  to  the  County  Council  to  make  a scheme  for  prevention 
of  illness,  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness.  The  County  Council  has  a duty  to  make  detailed  arrange- 
ments for  any  disease  the  Ministry  may  specify  and  in  this  connexion, 
tuberculosis  has  been  so  specified. 

The  arrangements  under  this  section  of  the  Act  are  among  those 
which  for  organisation  and  management,  within  the  approved  estimates, 
have  been  devolved  to  Divisional  Health  Committees. 


Tuberculosis 

Consultant  Chest  Physicians,  the  main  part  of  whose  work  at 
chest  clinics  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  on  the  appointed 
day,  are  part-time  officers  of  the  County  Council,  and  give  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  all  necessary  advice  in  the  sphere  of  care  and  after- 
care; Health  Visitors  pay  home  visits  to  tuberculosis  patients  and  help 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  contacts  at  the  clinics.  The  loan  of  large 
items  such  as  garden  shelters  and  the  supply  of  smaller  items  such 
as  sputum  flasks,  form  part  of  the  general  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  nursing  equipment,  of  which  details  are  given  later. 

Wrenbury  Hall  Industrial  Training  Colony  has  continued  under 
the  full  ownership  and  control  of  the  County  Council.  During  the 
year  1959,  2 Cheshire  trainees  were  admitted  for  industrial  rehabilita- 
tion, and  4 from  other  local  authorities.  There  are  at  present  21 
colonists  living  in  the  hostels,  of  whom  6 are  married,  and  6 married 
colonists  living  with  their  families  in  cottages  on  the  estate. 

During  1959,  23  colonists  and  trainees  were  inspected  by  County 
Dental  Surgeons.  19  were  found  to  require  treatment  and  this  was 
carried  out  in  all  cases.

The  opportunity  was  taken  during  these  visits  to  arrange  for  the 
nursing,  teaching,  and  children’s  department  staff  in  the  districts 
concerned  to  be  examined  on  a voluntary  basis. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  County  Council’s  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  of  tuber- 
culous persons  were  approved  by  the  Minister  in  1949.  They  provided 
for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  of  patients  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis, such  contacts  being  found  by  medical  tests  to  be  capable  of 
receiving  protection  from  tuberculosis,  as  a result  of  the  vaccination. 
In  1954,  the  Minister  gave  approval  to  the  scheme  being  extended  to 
provide  for  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  children  between  13  and  14  years 
of  age.  In  1959,  the  scheme  was  further  extended  to  allow  for  the 
arrangements  to  cover  school  children  of  14  years  and  upwards  and 
also  students  attending  Universities,  teacher  training  colleges  and 
technical  colleges,  or  other  establishments  of  further  education. 

The  chest  physicians  employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards, 
towards  whose  salaries  the  County  Council  pays  a specified  proportion, 
all  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and  two  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers  are  approved  for  the  purpose  of  giving  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

During  1959,  the  chest  physicians  vaccinated  833  cases,  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  vaccinated  194  cases,  under  the  contact 
scheme.  In  addition  to  these,  1,557  new-born  infants  were  vaccinated. 

Divisional  Medical  Officers  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers 
vaccinated  7,540  school  children  during  the  year  and  details  of  the  work 
carried  out  under  the  school  children  and  contact  schemes  are  as

Mental  Illness 

The  care  and  supervision  of  patients  at  home  suffering  from 
mental  illness  or  defect  was  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and  Author- 
ised Officers  in  1959.  Arrangements  are  made,  in  suitable  cases,  for 
help  to  be  given  by  other  County  services,  such  as  Home  Nursing  and 
Domestic  Help. 

Other  Illnesses 

Liaison  has  been  continued  with  the  Almoners  and  other  appro- 
priate officials  of  general  hospitals  so  that  discharged  patients  requiring 
help  from  any  of  the  County  Health  Services  may  secure  it  without 
delay. 

Another  aspect  of  “care”  is  the  investigation  of  “problem  families” 
with  a view  to  effecting  any  possible  improvement  and  granting  any 
appropriate  help. 

Health  Education. 

An  important  aspect  of  “prevention  of  illness”  is  health  education, 
and  details  of  the  ways  in  which  this  is  carried  out  are  given  below. 
Routine  health  education  is  given  by  members  of  the  staff,  particularly 
the  health  visitors,  to  individuals  and  small  groups,  and  supplies  of 
leaflets  and  books  are  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Young 
Children’s  clinics.  At  the  clinic  centres  a variety  of  posters  are  also 
displayed.  The  subjects  covered  are  concerned  with  home  safety,  the 
care  of  babies  and  young  children,  and  vaccination  and  immunisation. 
Comment  is  made  (page  84)  on  Health  Education  for  expectant 
mothers  and  the  parents  of  young  Children. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officers  are  continually  being  called  on 
to  give  lectures  to  local  organisations,  and  during  the  year  the  subjects 
covered  included  home  accidents,  coronary  thrombosis,  lung  cancer, 
mental  health  and  smallpox,  and  courses  on  First  Aid  were  also  run. 
The  health  visitors  are  much  in  demand  for  lectures  to  mothercraft 
classes  and  young  wives’  associations,  etc. 
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Each  division  has  a filmstrip  projector,  and  there  are  at  present 

filmstrips  on  61  different  subjects  available  in  the  County  for  use 
in  any  division.  The  subjects  covered  include  prevention  of  illness, 
home  safety,  nutrition,  mental  health,  care  of  babies,  vaccination  and 
immunisation,  personal  and  home  hygiene.  Another  form  of  visual  aid 
used  at  lectures  is  the  flannelgraph,  and  there  are  a variety  of  subjects 
covered  by  this  form  of  display. 

At  County  headquarters  a stock  is  kept  of  approximately  100 
different  leaflets  on  a large  variety  of  subjects  for  issue  free  to  the 
public  through  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and  the  health  visitors. 
'I’he  Divisional  Medical  Officers  make  great  use  of  the  birthday  card, 
which  is  a message  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  parents  of 
children  reaching  their  first  birthday  and  gives  general  advice. 

Increasing  efforts  are  being  made  to  educate  the  public  about 
cancer,  and  the  County  Health  Committee  makes  a large  contribution 
to  the  cost  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Manchester  Committee  on 
Cancer,  which  operates  in  that  area  of  the  County  covered  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  work  is  carried  out  mainly 
by  means  of  lectures  and  the  provision  of  displays  for  public  exhibitions. 
During  1959,  37  meetings  took  place  in  Cheshire. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a working  party  on  the  education  of 
the  public  on  Merseyside  regarding  cancer  recommended  that  a similar 
organisation  to  the  Manchester  one  should  be  set  up,  and  when  this  is 
done  it  will  cover  the  remaining  part  of  the  County. 

In  1959,  a meeting  took  place  to  discuss  the  formation  of  local 
Home  Safety  Committees,  at  which  representatives  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  District  Councils  attended.  It  was  recommended  that 
it  should  be  left  to  voluntary  societies  to  form  the  local  Home  Safety 
Committees,  on  which  representatives  of  the  Divisional  Health  Com- 
mittees could  serve,  if  necessary.  The  County  Health  Committee  has 
already  made  grants  to  three  such  societies,  at  Bebington,  Nantwich 
and  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall. 

During  the  year,  eight  editions  of  a Home  Safety  handbook  were 
produced  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  ways  in  which  accidents 
in  the  home  occurred  and  the  ways  in  which  they  can  be  avoided.  The 
handbooks  gave  details  of  the  services  available  in  each  of  the  eight 
areas. 

Health  education  is  also  furthered  by  displaying  the  work  of  the 
department  on  stalls  whenever  the  opportunity  occurs  at  shows  and  other 
public  exhibitions. 

Nursing  Equipment 

Stocks  of  nursing  equipment  are  held  by  District  Nurses  and 
by  Divisional  Medical  Officers  for  loan  to  patients  needing  them, 
subject  to  a small  deposit  charge,  and  a weekly  hire  payment  in  the 
case  of  the  more  expensive  items.  Examples  of  the  small  items 
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normally  kept  by  District  Nurses  are  urinals,  hot  water  bottles,  bed 
pans,  feeding  cups,  sputum  flasks,  steam  kettles,  air  rings  and  back  rests. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Oflicers  make  available  larger  items  of 
equipment  such  as  mattresses,  beds,  bed  cradles,  crutches,  rubber 
sheets,  etc.  and  the  following  list  shews  the  availability  and  use  made 
of  other  special  items.

The  Divisional  Medical  Officers  also  keep  reserve  stocks  of  the 
items  held  by  the  Home  Nurses. 

Shelters  for  the  use  of  tuberculosis  patients  are  issued  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  transferred  by  the  County  Surveyor’s 
Department,  in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Chest 
Physicians,  and  confirmed,  after  investigation  of  the  site,  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  During  the  year  1 1 shelters  were  available 
for  loan  and  5 were  issued  to  patients.  Bedding  is  also  kept  for  issue 
in  special  cases,  e.g.,  when  a patient’s  small  stock  has  to  be  taken  away 
for  disinfection  or  disinfestation,  or  to  provide  for  house  isolation  of 
patients. 


Recuperative  Convalescence 

During  the  year  1959,  101  patients  were  sent  for  recuperative 
convalescence  for  periods  varying  between  tw'o  and  eight  weeks. 
Contributions  were  paid  by  the  patients  towards  the  cost  of  this 
convalescence  in  accordance  with  the  County  scale.  Six  of  the  cases 
were  mothers  and  children  sent  to  the  Brentwood  Recuperative  Centre, 
Marple.  This  centre  caters  mainly  for  women  of  limited  resources 
with  young  children  who  need  a period  of  recuperation  following 
hospital  treatment,  mental  and  physical  distress  arising  from  difficult 
domestic  circumstances,  bad  housing,  etc.,  or  prior  and  subsequent  to 
confinement.  The  distribution  of  cases  throughout  the  County  was

Special  Laundry 

This  service,  which  was  originally  on  trial  in  the  Hyde  Division 
has  been  extended  to  the  rest  of  the  County.  It  is  available  for  aged 
and  handicapped  persons  who  are  receiving  the  attention  of  a home  help 
or  a domiciliary  nurse.  Special  bags  are  provided  in  which  the  bundle 
of  dirty  clothing  is  placed.  It  is  collected,  and  the  normal  practice  is 
to  deliver  it  to  the  nearest  hospital  which  has  agreed  to  carry  out  the 
laundering  of  the  articles.  Patients  pay  according  to  their  means,  with 
a minimum  charge  of  6d.  and  a maximum  charge  of  3s.  lOd.  per  bundle, 
although  these  charges  can  be  varied  in  exceptional  circumstances.

Sitters-In 

Facilities  exist  to  supplement,  in  specially  approved  cases,  the 
Domestic  Help  service  by  means  of  night  sitters-in.  In  1959 
sitters-in  were  provided  for  eight  cases. 


Chiropody  Service 

I'he  Minister  of  Health  on  21st  April,  1959,  in  Circular  No.  11/59 
stated  he  was  prepared  to  approve  proposals  from  Local  Health  Author- 
ities for  the  establishment  of  a chiropody  service,  and  suggested  that 
priority  should  be  given  to  the  elderly,  physically  handicapped  and 
expectant  rnothers.  Details  of  the  County  scheme  which  was  approved 
by  the  Minister  and  came  into  operation  on  1/10/59,  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  service  is  available  to  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years, 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers  recom- 
mended for  treatment  by  their  family  doctor  or  the  district  nurse. 
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(b)  All  chiropodists  holding  a qualification  laid  down  in  the  National 
Health  Service  (Medical  Auxiliaries)  Regulations,  1954,  are 
entitled  to  take  part,  giving  treatment  in  their  own  premises  or 
in  the  patient’s  own  home. 

(c)  Persons  entitled  to  the  service  may  attend  any  registrable  chirop- 
odist of  their  own  choice  who  is  willing  to  take  part  in  the  scheme^ 

(d)  A patient  unable  to  travel  to  the  Chiropodist’s  surgery  may  have 
the  treatment  carried  out  at  home  and  for  this  the  Chiropodist 
receives  an  extra  fee. 

(e)  The  fees  for  treatment  on  the  premises  of  a Voluntary  Society 
are  paid  direct  to  the  Society  which  makes  its  own  arrangements 
with  the  Chiropodist. 

(f)  The  Authority  pays  the  whole  of  the  fees  in  respect  of  persons 
in  receipt  of  National  Assistance  benefit  or  whose  sole  income 
is  the  statutory  retirement  pension.  The  Divisional  Health 
Committees  have  power  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  fees  in  except- 
ional or  necessitous  cases.

Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  babies  weighing  lbs.  or  less 
at  birth,  and  special  cots  with  bedding,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  are 
kept  in  readiness.  890  premature  live  babies  were  born  in  the  year 
under  review,  whose  mothers  normally  live  in  the  Authority’s  area, 
194  at  home  and  696  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes.  Of  these  750 
survived  28  days.

Cerebral  Palsy  Clinics 

Dr.  J.  D.  Allan,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  who  supervises  the  work 
of  the  Cerebral  Palsy  team,  reports  as  follows  : 

The  Cerebral  Palsy  peripatetic  team  continues  to  thrive  and  it  is  felt 
that  this  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  We  are  still  operating  on  the 
premise  of  trying  to  find  and  diagnose  the  cerebral  palsied  child  as  early 
in  life  as  possible  on  the  basis  that  full  calibration  of  disability  estab- 
lished early  will  result  in  an  adequate  orientation  of  necessary  therapy 
at  the  earliest  possible  time.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  service 
is  useful  and  justified.  In  some  cases  which  one  might  perhaps  have 
regarded  as  almost  hopeless,  quite  remarkable  improvement  has 
occurred  over  a period  of  sometimes  as  short  as  6 months.  Perhaps 
one  of  the  best  indications  that  the  project  is  worthwhile  is  the  enthus- 
iasm and  appreciation  of  the  parents  which  in  turn  is  reflected  in  the 
very  high  standard  of  attendance  achieved  at  these  clinics.  The  educ- 
cational  assessment  as  provided  by  the  specially  trained  school  medical 
officer  is  also  proving  increasingly  useful. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  numbers  of  children 
attending  the  clinics.  They  usually  attend  once  or  twice  each  week. 
Fourteen  of  the  children  were  under  school  age.

Ascertainment  of  Deafness 

1 owards  the  end  of  the  year  two  Peripatetic  Teachers  of  the  deaf 
were  appointed  to  conduct  lip-reading  classes,  but  before  that  the 
health  visitors  started  conducting  screening  tests  on  children  up  to  five 
years  of  age.  Details  of  the  attendances  at  each  clinic  are  given  below, 
together  with  the  results  of  the  tests.  Those  failing  the  tests  or  for 
whom  it  was  not  possible  to  complete  the  test  were  referred  to  a later 
clinic  for  a re-test  or  to  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  at  one  of 
the  Hearing  Clinics.  From  these  clinics  children  were  selected  for 
training  by  the  peripatetic  teachers  or  referred  to  one  of  the  Audiology 
Clinics  attended  by  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing’s  team  if  specialist 
advice  was  considered  necessary.

All  necessary  treatment  is  carried  out,  if  necessary  with  local  or 
general  anaesthetic. 

All  dentures  are  set  up  by  a mechanic,  and  impressions  and  fittings 
carried  out  by  the  dental  surgeon. 

Two  clinics  possess  X-Ray  apparatus,  and  for  other  clinics  arrange- 
ments are  made  with  the  local  hospital.

Infant  Foods 

The  financial  arrangements  involved  in  the  supply  of  infant  foods 
at  Welfare  Centres  continued  in  the  main  to  be  dealt  with  by  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  and  the  voluntary  committees’  valued  help  in  the 
various  aspects  of  centre  work  was  continued. 


Welfare  Foods  Service 


At  31st  December,  1959  there  were,  in  all,  187  distribution  centres 
in  the  administrative  county,  116  of  these  being  manned  by  voluntary 
personnel,  and  71  by  full-time  or  part-time  paid  staff,  including  the 
staffs  of  the  local  district  councils  where,  by  arrangement,  points 
have  been  established  on  district  council  premises. 

Supplies  are  received  from  Associated  Deliveries  Ltd.  Depots 
at  Liverpool  and  Manchester.  Associated  Deliveries  Ltd.  act  as  agents 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  the  matter 
of  storage  and  delivery.  It  is  usual  for  4 to  5 weeks  supply  of  Welfare 
Foods  to  be  held  at  each  distribution  centre. 


A total  of  721,309  articles  were  distributed  to  individual  bene- 
ficiaries, N.H.S.  Hospitals,  and  day  nurseries  during  the  period 
28th  December,  1958,  to  26th  December,  1959,  made  up  as  follows  :

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

Arrangements  have  continued  whereby  unmarried  expectant 
mothers  are  admitted  to  voluntary  institutions  some  time  before  the 
confinement,  and  return  there  with  the  baby  for  varying  periods  after- 
wards. The  County  Council’s  own  Home  at  7,  Trinity  Road,  Hoylake, 
provides  12  beds  and  8 cots,  and  42  Cheshire  women  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  staying  approximately  eight  weeks  before  the  birth  and 
six  weeks  afterwards.  Responsibility  was  accepted  at  other  homes  and 
hostels  for  22  such  mothers  during  the  year.

Mental  Health  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Expectant  mothers  regularly  attend  preparation  classes;  these  are 
run  largely  on  group  discussion  lines.  It  is  found  that  the  ventilating 
of  personal  problems  before  the  birth  of  the  baby  is  a great  help  to  the 
mother-child  relationship  later. 

Classes  were  held  at  26  centres,  details  of  which  are  given  on 
page  73. 
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Young  Children 

Young  Children’s  Clinics  are  held  in  41  centres.  At  these, 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  specially  interested  in  early  behaviour 
problems,  can  hear  of  the  mothers’  difficulties.  The  very  fact  of 
discussing  them  often  indicates  to  the  mother  what  course  she  should 
take.  If  it  should  be  necessary,  the  general  practitioner’s  agreement  is 
got  to  refer  a case  to  the  Child  Guidance  Service.  Psychiatrists  in  the 
Liverpool  Region  have  been  most  helpful  in  meeting  health  visitors 
and  discussing  problems  with  them.  It  is  hoped  to  develop  this  still 
further.

Rota  System  in  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

It  has  not  yet  proved  possible  to  introduce  a system  whereby  night 
calls  are  taken  by  midwives  who  are  off-duty  during  the  day. 

The  districts  are  such  that  usually  3 or  4 midwives  cover  an  area 
and  relieve  each  other;  by  this  means  two  are  always  on  duty.  Alter- 
natives to  this  method  have  been  discussed  with  the  midwives  but  they 
prefer  to  continue  the  present  system,  and  it  appears  to  work  satis- 
factorily.

Part  1.  Milk  Supply. 

'I’he  department  continued  its  work  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  milk  supply,  as  a contribution  towards  the  aim  of  ensuring 
that  all  milk  sold  within  the  county  reaches  the  consumer  in  a clean 
and  wholesome  condition  and  free  from  disease-producing  organisms. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  County  Council  in  this 
respect  is  the  licensing  and  supervision  of  milk  pasteurising  and  steril- 
ising plants  within  its  “Food  and  Drugs”  area.  At  the  beginning  of 
1959,  26  pasteurising  licences  and  five  sterilising  licences  were  in  oper- 
ation at  27  different  dairies  within  the  administrative  area.  During  the 
year  two  pasteurising  dairies  ceased  to  process  milk,  the  business  in 
each  case  being  sold  to  one  of  the  large  dairy  firms  and  the  premises 
and  plant  being  no  longer  needed  for  the  pasteurising  of  milk.  'I’hus, 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  24  pasteurising  licences  and  five  sterilising 
licences  were  in  operation,  at  25  different  dairies.  The  two  dairies 
which  went  out  of  business  were  both  moderate  in  size,  and  operating 
small  HTST  plants.  The  small  family  concerns  in  the  county  are, 
so  far,  still  carrying  on  business,  though  the  tendency  is  showing  itself 
throughout  the  country  for  milk  processing  to  become  concentrated  in 
fewer  and  fewer  large  undertakings.  In  Cheshire  the  process  has,  up 
to  the  moment,  been  much  slower  than  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 
In  this  county  we  still  have  all  sizes  of  undertaking,  from  the  small 
family  businesses  to  several  of  the  largest  dairies  in  the  country.  In 
the  latter  cases,  the  milk  is  often  transported  many  miles  outside 
Cheshire,  and  the  department  is  thus  instrumental  in  safeguarding  the 
milk  supplies  of  large  populations  outside  the  county  area.  Although 
the  milk  processed  in  the  licensed  dairies  is  subject  to  sampling  and 
examination  by  any  of  the  authorities  in  whose  area  it  is  sold,  we  receive 
very  few  notifications  of  unsatisfactory  samples,  which  confirms  the 
excellent  records  obtained  by  our  own  sampling  and  inspections. 

I he  department  maintains  a close  check  on  the  licensed  dairies 
in  two  ways.  Samples  of  processed  milk  are  collected  three  times  a 
week  from  all  the  plants,  and  occasionally  at  week-ends,  and  these 
are  examined  by  tests  which  show  whether  the  milk  has  been  adequately 
heat  treated  and  also  whether  the  milk  is  of  a satisfactory  standard  of 
cleanliness.  \\  ashed  bottles  are  also  regularly  collected  and  brought 
to  the  laboratory  for  examination  to  disclose  the  efficiency  of  the  bottle- 
washing process  in  the  dairy.  In  addition  to  this  the  County  Health 
Inspector  pays  routine  visits  to  the  dairies  from  time  to  time  and  checks 
not  only  the  processing  but  also  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  the 
general  maintenance  of  good  standards  of  hygiene;  this  work  is  very 
necessaiy.  It  is  found  that  a visit,  especially  to  the  smaller  dairies, 

o ten  forestall  a sample  failure  by  detecting  an  incipient  fault, 
ut  even  dairies  where  the  sampling  record  is  excellent  and  failures  are 
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exceedingly  rare,  it  is  found  in  many  cases  unless  the  Inspector  can  pay 
a visit  from  time  to  time,  the  general  hygienic  standard  of  the  premises 
tends  to  deteriorate.  In  other  words,  sampling  of  the  milk  by  itself, 
however  frequent,  is  not  sufficient.  In  this  connection,  mention  should 
be  made  that  new  regulations  (The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regula- 
tions, 1959)  came  into  operation  on  8th  IVIarch,  1959.  d'hese  Regula- 
tions replaced  the  1949  Regulations,  and  contain  many  provisions 
dealing  generally  with  the  control  of  milk  production  and  dairying.  A 
copy  was  sent  to  all  the  dairies  licensed  by  the  County  Council,  and  in 
visiting  these  dairies  the  County  Health  Inspector  has  drawn  attention 
to  any  requirements  of  the  new  Regulations  which  were  not  being 
complied  with.  Some  new  provisions  as  to  personal  cleanliness, 
precautions  against  contamination  or  infection  of  milk  and  the  pro- 
vision of  first-aid  equipment  have  all  received  attention. 

In  the  case  of  a milk  sample  failing  to  pass  the  prescribed  tests, 
the  County  Health  Inspector  endeavours  to  make  an  immediate 
inspection  to  try  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  failure.  The  majority 
of  failures  occur  in  the  smaller  dairies  operating  holder  types  of  pasteur- 
ising plants  and  usually  it  is  the  human  element  which  is  at  fault, 
though  occasionally  a mechanical  fault  or  an  inaccurate  thermometer 
is  found  to  be  responsible.  A phosphatase  failure  is  regarded  as  a 
serious  lapse  on  the  part  of  the  licence  holder,  but  it  seems  to  be  most 
difficult  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  failures  beyond  a certain  point  under 
present  circumstances.  The  proportion  of  failures  is,  of  course,  very 
low  when  one  considers  the  large  number  of  samples  collected. 

From  the  figures  given  it  will  be  seen  that  21  samples  failed  on  the 
Phosphatase  test  which  is  the  official  test  for  the  correct  heat  treatment 
of  pasteurised  milk  (the  AschaflFenburg-Mullen  test  is  an  unofficial  test 
for  the  same  purpose  which  is  quicker  and  equally  reliable  and  this  is 
also  carried  out  by  the  laboratory  on  all  samples  of  pasteurised  milk), 
d'his  represents  a failure  rate  of  0-37%  of  the  5,587  samples  examined, 
which  is  again  an  improvement  on  1958  when  the  failure  rate  was 
0-43%.  Of  the  21  samples  which  thus  failed,  15  were  samples  collected 
from  the  licensed  dairies  (19  in  1958),  and  six  from  schools.  (See 
separate  section  on  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme).  Two  of  the  dairies 
which  had  three  and  four  phosphatase  failures  respectively  during  the 
year,  were  given  severe  warnings.  Neither  of  these  dairies  have  a 
any  further  sample  failures  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

A total  of  4,552  washed  bottles  was  examined.  These  are  collected 
by  the  sampling  officers  at  the  dairy  at  the  same  time  as  milk  samples 
are  collected.  Each  bottle  was  examined  by  the  plate  count  test,  and 
for  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  Although  these  tests  have  no 
legal  authority  they  are  a most  useful  indication  to  the  dairy  concerned 
of  the  efficiency  of  their  bottle-washing  machines,  especially  in  the  case 
of  the  smaller  dairies  which  have  no  laboratory  facilities  on  their  own 
premises.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  by  the  Department  where  the 
examinations  showed  inadequate  cleansing  of  bottles  to  be  taking  place. 
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Inspector  in  these  cases  ensures  no  further  trouble  from  the  dairies 
concerned.  The  phosphatase  failures  were  from  six  different  dairies. 

In  addition  65  samples  of  Tuberculin-tested  (raw)  milk  were 
examined  by  the  test  for  cleanliness,  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Thirty- 
four  samples  of  tuberculin-tested  milk  were  also  examined  by  the 
guinea-pig  test  for  the  presence  of  the  organisms  of  tuberculosis  and 
abortus-fever  but  in  no  case  was  any  of  these  organisms  detected. 

Although  all  the  milk  samples  were  collected  from  the  schools, 
the  efficiency  of  the  washing  of  school  milk  bottles  at  the  dairies  licensed 
by  the  County  Council  was  checked  by  the  collection  of  144  washed 
school  milk  bottles  from  these  dairies  when  the  sampling  officers  were 
visiting  for  the  purpose  of  other  sampling  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations.  No  coliform  bacilli  were  found  in  any  of  the  bottles. 
On  the  colony  count  test  (a  test  for  the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of 
the  bottles)  140  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  two  fairly  satisfactory 
and  two  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  the  latter 
cases. 


The  results  obtained  from  all  this  sampling  appear  to  indicate  a 
very  satisfactory  position  regarding  the  general  quality  of  the  milk 
supplied  to  the  schools  throughout  the  county,  and  the  aim  of  the 
department  is  to  see  that  this  standard  is  maintained,  and  indeed,  if 
possible,  improved. 


It  does,  however,  happen  on  occasion  that  complaints  are  received 
regarding  glass  and  other  foreign  bodies  in  milk,  and  these  cases  are 
investigated  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and 
prosecutions  are  instituted  where  warranted.  The  department  is  kept 
informed  of  these  cases  so  that,  if  necessary,  appropriate  action  can 
be  taken  regarding  the  supply  of  milk  under  the  Milk  in  Schools 
Scheme.  If  any  complaints  arise  as  to  dirty  milk  bottles  supplied  to  a 
school,  these  cases  are  dealt  with  jointly  by  the  County  Health  Inspector 
and  the  District  Public  Health  Inspector.  Such  a case  did  arise  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  DairjTnan  concerned  was  prosecuted  and 
fined  ^10.  This  case  was  still  being  kept  under  observation  at  the 
end  of  the  year  with  a view  to  further  action  if  necessary. 

It  is,  of  course,  almost  impossible  for  any  dairy  to  guarantee  that 
the  odd  case  of  a foreign  body  or  a dirty  bottle  will  never  arise,  but  it 
is  necessary  for  dairies  to  maintain  the  strictest  precautions  at  all  times 
and  if  several  incidents  occur  at  one  dairy  in  a short  time  it  is  indicative 
of  some  shortcomings  in  methods  or  supervision. 


So  far  as  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  is  concerned,  the  schools 
also  have  an  important  part  to  play  and  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged 
that  all  school  milk  bottles  should  be  completely  emptied,  all  caps  and 
straws  removed,  and  the  bottles  returned  to  the  dairy  immediately, 
with  care  taken  that  none  are  surreptitiously  used  for  ink,  paint,  etc., 

or  left  lying  about  on  the  premises  for  some  time  before  being  returned 
to  the  dairy.

Tuberculous  Milk 

A specific  duty  is  laid  upon  county  councils  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  to  administer  provisions  designed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
tuberculous  milk.  Although  the  number  of  undesignated  herds  {i.e.  herds 
other  than  tuberculin-tested  or  attested)  in  the  county  has  been  decreas- 
ing year  by  year,  there  were  still  a considerable  number  at  the  beginning 
of  1959.  For  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  County  Council’s  duty  in 
this  respect,  the  sampling  officers  visit  the  undesignated  farms  from 
time  to  time  and  collect  a bulk  sample  of  milk  which  is  then  submitted 
for  biological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
either  in  Manchester  or  in  Birkenhead.  During  the  year  1959,  1,144 
such  samples  were  submitted  and  35  were  reported  as  containing 
the  organisms  of  tuberculosis.  These  positive  samples  were  reported 
to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricullure, 
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Fisheries  und  Food  snd  the  IVIimstry  s officers  t3ke  steps  to  try  to  find 
the  cow  or  cows  which  are  secreting  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  milk.  Any 
cows  so  found  are  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1938. 
I'uberculous  positive  milk  samples  are  also  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts  where  the  milk  is  produced  or 
retailed.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  powers  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  to  place  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of 
such  milk  for  human  consumption  until  the  herd  has  been  declared 
free  from  infection  by  the  Ministry. 

Specified  Areas. 

The  whole  of  Cheshire  became  a “Specified  Area”  as  from  6th 
April,  1959,  when  the  only  areas  then  outstanding,  viz.,  the  Urban 
District  of  Longdendale  and  the  Rural  District  of  Tintwistle,  were 
brought  within  the  provisions  of  a Specified  Areas  Order.  This  means 
that  in  the  whole  of  the  county,  only  the  “specially-designated”  milks 
(Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  Tuberculin-tested)  may  now  be  sold. 

One  feels  however,  that  the  complete  safeguarding  of  the  public 
health  will  not  be  achieved  until  all  milk  sold  to  the  public  is  first 
subjected  to  some  form  of  heat  treatment.

Part  II.  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  (Mr.  Howard 
Hughes)  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  his  Department  in  regard  to 
the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  in  so  far  as  it 
relates  in  general  to  the  sale  of  non-standard  or  adulterated  food  and 
drugs. 

The  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  is  the  whole 
of  Cheshire  excepting  the  four  County  Boroughs  and  the  Municipal 
Boroughs  of  Crewe,  Bebington  and  Sale,  and  samples  are  obtained  on 
the  basis  of  2 to  3 per  thousand  which  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  consider  appropriate. 

The  general  administrative  work  under  the  Act  and  the  numerous 
Regulations  is  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  and  consists  mainly  in  obtaining  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
from  shopkeepers,  dairies,  farmers  etc.,  and  submitting  them  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  the  County  (J.  Graham  Sherratt,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
F.R.I.C.)  for  examination. 

Of  a total  of  2,134  samples  of  milk  and  other  articles  of  food  and 
drugs  obtained  during  the  year,  the  following  summarised  list  will  give 
some  indication  of  the  articles  which  have  been  submitted  for  analysis 
and  the  number  which  were  adulterated  or  otherwise  not  up  to  the 
required  standard; —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  milk  provides  by  far  the 
largest  number  of  non-standard  samples  as  might  be  expected  in  view 
of  the  number  taken,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  of  1,269  milk 
samples  obtained,  103  of  these  were  either  deficient  in  fat  or  in  solids- 
not-fat  due  to  some  abnormal  condition  of  the  cows  producing  the 
milk.  The  sampling  of  milk  usually  receives  close  attention  since  it 
is  prone  to  easy  adulteration  and  mishandling  during  cooling  and 
bottling,  and  during  1959  twenty-six  samples  were  reported  as  adult- 
erated with  water  by  amounts  varying  from  1%  to  20%.  In  addition 
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four  other  samples  of  milk  were  reported  as  being  contaminated  with 
oil,  paraffin,  gelatinised  starch  and  dirt. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  the  large  Dairies  alleging 
that  certain  farmers  with  whom  they  had  contracts  were  supplying 
them  with  milk  to  which  water  had  been  added.  All  the  complaints 
were  closely  investigated  and  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the 
Inspectors  from  the  producers’  churns  during  transit  to  the  Dairies. 
In  nearly  every  case  water  was  shewn  to  be  present  following  an 
analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  in  the  more  serious  cases  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  against  seven  of  the  farmers.  All  the  cases 
were  successfully  prosecuted  and  fines  and  costs  totalling  ^^150  12s.  lOd. 
were  imposed. 

Mention  perhaps  should  be  made  here  that  the  examination  of 
special  designated  milk  such  as  pasteurised  and  sterilised  is  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  and  the  work  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Public  Health  Department  who  have  a well- 
equipped  laboratory  for  the  purpose. 

Glass  splinters  in  school  milk  is  still  a cause  for  anxiety  and  eight 
such  incidents  have  been  referred  by  Head  Teachers  to  this  Department 
for  action.  In  three  of  these  cases  in  which  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  against  the  suppliers,  two  of  the  defendants  were  fined  £2\ 
and  ^10  respectively.  The  third  case  failed,  the  Magistrates  taking 
the  view  that  since  the  piece  of  glass  involved  was  so  large  a child 
would  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  swallowing  it,  and  the  glass 
could  not  therefore  be  considered  a danger  to  the  consumer. 

Two  prosecutions  against  farmers  selling  Channel  Islands  milk 
which  were  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  27-5%  and  20%  were 
unsuccessful.  Legal  arguments  arose  which  were  favourable  to  the 
defendants  and  resulted  in  one  case  being  dismissed  and  the  defendant 
in  the  other  being  given  an  absolute  discharge  on  the  payment  of  costs. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  a prosecution  taken  against  a 
farmer  for  selling  to  a caterer  in  a specified  area,  milk  otherwise  than 
under  a special  designation.  For  this  offence  which  is  only  the  second 
recorded  by  the  Department  the  farmer  was  fined  5s  6d.  inclusive 
of  costs.  A charge  against  the  caterer  for  aiding  and  abetting  in  the 
sale  of  the  non-designated  milk  was  dismissed,  his  plea  that  he  had 
no  reason  to  suspect  that  the  milk  was  not  pasteurised,  was  accepted 
by  the  Magistrates. 

Dirt  (referred  to  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  bird  droppings)  in 
school  milk  was  also  the  subject  of  another  prosecution  and  in  this 
case  the  vendor  was  fined  a total  of  ^10.  A bottle  of  milk  containing 
traces  of  paraffin  was  another  reason  for  court  action  but  this  case  was 
dismissed  by  the  Magistrates  as  in  their  view  there  was  a long  period 
during  which  the  milk  had  been  left  unattended  and  it  was  suggested 
that  anything  could  have  happened  to  the  milk  during  that  time. 
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Comparative  figures  for  the  last  two  years  in  the  case  of  milk  are 
given  in  the  following  summary  and  although  there  is  some  deterior- 
ation in  the  position  it  is  well  to  note  the  large  percentage  of  non- 
standard samples  which  w'ere  reported  sub-normal  in  character  though 
genuine.

Having  reviewed  the  position  mainly  in  regard  to  milk,  mention 
is  now  made  of  some  32  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  which  were 
reported  as  non-standard  or  else  were  contaminated  with  foreign 
matter.  In  several  cases  legal  action  was  taken  in  those  instances  w’here 
the  nature  of  the  contamination  was  highly  objectionable  and  particulars 
of  these  are  given  briefly  below: — 

In  the  sampling  of  alcoholic  spirits  which  has  been  given  more 
attention  during  the  past  year,  three  cases  of  adulteration  were  reported, 
two  concerning  whisky  and  one  rum  which  were  diluted  with  water 
to  the  extent  of  7-7%,  6-1%  and  10%  respectively.  Prosecutions  w'ere 
successful  in  all  cases  and  fines  of  ^12,  £22  10s.  Od.  and  £S  including 
costs  W'ere  imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

The  discovery  of  several  pounds  of  dirt  in  a sack  of  salt  which 
was  about  to  be  used  in  a school  canteen  was  described  by  the  Public 
Analyst  following  an  analysis  as  ‘salt  grossly  contaminated  with  filth  . . ’. 
Investigations  showed  that  the  sweepings  from  a warehouse  floor  had 
somehow  been  put  into  a sack  containing  salt  which  in  due  course 
w'as  delivered  to  one  of  the  County  schools.  Needless  to  say  the 
suppliers  were  prosecuted  and  fined  a total  of  £22  10s.  Od. 

A tin  of  beans  containing  a large  rusty  metal  nut  and  a tin  of 
peas  containing  a slug  were  also  the  subjects  of  two  prosecutions.  In 
the  case  of  the  beans  the  packers  were  fined  £20  but  a lenient  view 
was  taken  by  the  Magistrates  in  regard  to  the  slug  in  the  tin  of  peas 
and  the  packers  in  this  case  were  given  an  absolute  discharge  on  the 
payment  of  costs. 

A large  rusty  needle  and  a fly  found  in  loaves  of  bread  were  consid- 
ered serious  enough  to  w-arrant  legal  proceedings  being  taken  both  of 
which  were  successful.  Total  fines  and  costs  in  these  cases  amounted 
to  ^18  7s.  Od. 

Another  case  of  interest  concerned  a householder  who  had  pur- 
chased fresh  cream  puffs  and  suspected  that  the  filling  was  not  dairy 
cream  as  she  expected.  On  complaining  to  the  shopkeeper  she  w'as 
informed  that  the  confectionery  had  been  supplied  to  him  as  far  as  he 
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was  aware  with  dairy  cream  filling.  Still  not  satisfied  she  reported  the 
matter  to  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  and  a sample  of  the 
cream  puffs  was  subsequently  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  who 
reported  them  to  be  filled  with  a substance  resembling  cream  but  which 
was  not  cream.  The  firm  supplying  the  cakes  to  the  shopkeeper  for 
re-sale  was  charged  with  the  offence  disclosed  and  following  a plea  of 
guilty  they  were  fined  a total  of  10s.  Od. 

Details  of  all  other  non-standard  samples  and  the  action  taken  in 
regard  to  them  are  summarised  below: —

In  conclusion,  although  there  is  an  increase  from  5-7%  to  7-7% 
in  the  number  of  non-standard  samples  as  compared  with  the  year  1958, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  even  the  slightest  deviation  of  a food 
or  drug  from  the  standard  is  adversely  reported  against  by  the  Public 
Analyst.  The  past  year  has  seen  many  instances  of  the  kind  and  this 
may  be  considered  as  one  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
non-standard  samples  which  in  no  way  suggests  that  the  quality  of  food 
and  drugs  has  deteriorated.

Temporary  Care 

In  1959  the  provision  was  continued  of  temporary  care  by  ad- 
mission to  hospital  for  periods  of  up  to  two  months  during  family 
emergencies,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  permanent 
patients  are  on  holiday,  thus  providing  a temporary  respite  for  parents 
of  children  who  could  not  at  the  time  be  permanently  accommodated. 

During  1959,  such  temporary  care  was  provided  in  thirty-two  cases. 
Another  method  of  securing  the  same  benefit  has  been  the  provision 
of  short-stay  accommodation  at  the  Orchard  Dene  Hostel  at  Rainhill 
of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  where  similar  temporary 
accommodation  is  available.  Fourteen  children  were  so  accom- 
modated in  1959.

General 

The  valuable  work  of  the  County  Council’s  cerebral  palsy  teams 
has  continued,  and  clinics  are  regularly  held  at  Macclesfield,  Cheadle, 
Crewe  and  Northwich.  In  the  parts  of  the  County  not  covered  by  the 
teams,  full  use  is  made  of  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Units  set  up  at 


109 


Clatterbridge  and  the  Duchess  of  York  Hospital,  Manchester.  These 
activities  undoubtedly  have  a preventive  effect  with  regard  to  mental 
subnormality. 

As  in  previous  years,  reports  on  mentally  subnormal  persons  and 
their  home  conditions  have  been  supplied  to  Hospital  Management 
Committees  for  the  information  of  Statutory  Visitors,  and  in  connection 
with  holiday  leave  and  licensing.  Health  Visitors,  and  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  have  attended  juvenile  and  other  Courts  to  give  evid- 
ence in  regard  to  alleged  offences  by  mentally  disordered  persons,  and 
when  required  medical  officers  of  the  Department  have  given  medical 
evidence. 

The  proposals  of  the  County  Council  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959  have  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  with  only 
minor  modifications,  and  in  consequence  the  staff  of  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  has  been  doubled.  New  training  centres  for  severely  mentally 
subnormal  children  at  Eastham,  and  for  adults  at  Ellesmere  Port  are 
in  course  of  erection  and  work  is  proceeding  with  a view  to  the  provision 
of  training  centres  for  children  and  adults  in  other  parts  of  the  County. 

Arising  out  of  discussions  with  the  Medical  Superintendents  of 
Hospitals  for  mentally  disordered  persons,  an  increasing  number  of 
discharged  patients  are  receiving  after-care,  and  mental  welfare  officers 
are  visiting  patients  in  hospital  prior  to  discharge  and  attending 
psychiatric  out-patient  clinics.  The  number  of  patients  referred  to 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  preventive  work  is  increasing. 

Use  has  been  made  of  the  Day  Hospital  established  in  1959  at 
Cheadle  Royal,  and  twenty  Cheshire  patients  are  now  attending. 

Co-operation  with  the  Children’s  Department,  and  with  the 
Welfare  Department  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  help  was 
given  to  other  authorities  on  a reciprocal  basis  in  regard  to  their  patients 
by  way  of  ascertainment  and  application  (when  necessary)  for  Justices’ 
Orders. 

The  recent  trends  towards  infonnal  admissions  of  mentally  dis- 
ordered, particularly  sub-normal,  persons  to  hospital  have  resulted  in  a 
decreased  proportion  of  occasions  when  the  help  of  Magistrates  has 
been  required.  For  the  new  procedure  under  the  Mental  Health  Act, 
it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  apply  for  Justices’  Orders.  For  many 
years  the  Special  Magistrates  have  devoted  many  hours  of  their  time, 
often  at  great  personal  inconvenience,  to  considering  the  need  for 
compulsory  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  mental  illness  and 
sub-normality  to  hospitals,  and  I offer  them  my  most  sincere  thanks  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Health  Department  for  their  understanding  and 
patience  in  discharging  a most  onerous  and  often  exceedingly  unpleasant 
responsibility.

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Section  X. -Domestic  Help 


Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  is  empowered  to  provide  a Domestic  Help  Service 
for  households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of 
any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  service  is  one  of  those  which  have  been  devolved  to  Divisional 
Health  Committees  for  organisation,  administration,  and  management 
within  the  approved  estimates.  It  is  not  one  of  the  services  provided 
free  under  the  Act,  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  adopted  an 
appropriate  payment  scale.

Section  XI. -Home  Nursing 


Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  has  the  duty  to  provide  a full  service  for  nursing  sick  persons 
at  home  free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

Details  of  the  nurses  and  nurse-midwives  employed  by  the  County 
Council  are  given  earlier  in  this  report,  together  with  their  districts. 

Small  nursing  appliances  such  as  urinals,  hot  water  bottles,  bed- 
pans,  feeding  cups,  mackintosh  sheets,  air  rings,  back  rests,  inhalers 
and  sputum  mugs  are  kept  by  nurses  for  loan  to  their  patients;  large 
items  such  as  special  beds,  wheel  chairs,  spinal  carriages  are  available  at 
the  Divisional  Offices.  This  service  forms  part  of  the  County  Council’s 
arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the  Act.

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Section  XII. -Handicapped  Persons 


General 

Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  provides  Welfare  Services  for  handicapped  persons,  and  the 
scheme  under  this  heading  has  been  made  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Health  Committee. 

'I’he  classes  of  handicapped  persons  to  which  the  section  applies 
are  the  blind,  the  partially  sighted,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  others 
substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  congenital 
deformity,  or  such  other  disability  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Blind  Persons 

The  Council’s  approved  scheme  so  made  continues,  with  necessary 
amplification,  the  scheme  carried  out  in  previous  years  in  accordance 
with  the  Blind  Persons  Acts.  Its  details  are  executed  by  the  Blind 
Welfare  Societies  at  Chester,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  Macclesfield, 
with  which  appropriate  financial  arrangements  have  been  made.  The 
Welfare  Services  of  these  Societies  have  been  extended,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable,  to  partially  sighted  persons. 

Certification 

To  ensure  that  no  person’s  name  is  placed  on  the  register  without 
the  certificate  of  a medical  practitioner  with  special  experience  in 
ophthalmology,  all  applicants  were  examined  by  one  of  the  County 
Ophthalmologists.  Those  who  so  wished  were  examined  a second 
time  under  the  Medical  Referee  Service — conducted  jointly  with  the 
North  Regional  Association — by  independent  Medical  Referees.

Workshop  Employees 

Annual  grants  were  continued  on  the  usual  principles  to  recognised 
Workshops  for  Cheshire  employees.  A “minimum  wage”  principle 
has  been  adopted  for  certain  workers,  their  income  being  made  up 
to  a nationally  agreed  fixed  amount.  On  this  principle  there  were  5 
male  and  3 female  employees  at  Chester,  3 male  employees  at 
Macclesfield,  1 male  employee  at  Oldham,  1 male  employee  at  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  4 males  and  1 female  at  Henshaws,  1 male  employee  at 
Warrington,  1 male  employee  at  Stockport  and  2 male  employees  at 
Liverpool  at  the  end  of  1959. 

Home  Workers 

The  three  voluntary  societies  arranged  for  the  employment  at 
home  of  those  capable  of  it.  Augmentation  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Scheme  was  given  by  the  Council  to  all  County  approved 
Workers,  who  numbered  12  at  the  end  of  1959. 
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Open  Industry 

During  1959,  grants  on  the  Home  Workers  scale  were  made  to 
one  blind  person  employed  in  open  industry. 

Rehabilitation 

'rhree  males  were  maintained  for  varying  periods  during  1959  at 
the  National  Institutes  Rehabilitation  Centre,  Oldbury  Grange,  Bridg- 
north. 

National  Library  for  the  Blind 

Grant  and  augmentation  were  made  in  1959  to  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  2 Cheshire  Home  Workers  who 
are  Blind  Copyists  for  its  northern  branch,  apart  from  the  usual 
annual  grant  for  general  services,  which  are  used  by  over  100  Cheshire 
residents. 

Other  Services 

The  usual  annual  grants  were  continued  in  1959  to  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  and  the  North  Regional  Association  for  their 
respective  national  and  regional  services.  An  additional  grant  was 
paid  to  the  National  Institute  in  respect  of  its  services  in  placing 
blind  persons  in  open  industry.  Three  persons  were  newly  placed 
during  1959,  three  persons  changed  employment  and  a total  of  744 
visits  was  made  by  the  Institute’s  Officers  in  connexion  with  this 
service. 

Grants  are  made  when  necessary  towards  training  blind  persons 
to  work  with  guide  dogs. 

Wireless  Certificates 

190  Certificates  entitling  the  recipients  to  a free  wireless  licence 
were  issued  in  1959  to  applicants  on  the  register. 

Deaf  Persons 

The  County  is  fully  covered  by  voluntary  societies  for  the  welfare 
of  the  deaf,  and  financial  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to 
these  societies,  which  act  as  authorised  agents  for  the  provision  of 
advice  and  help,  when  desired,  for  the  establishment  of  social  centres, 
and  for  outings  and  other  recreational  activities.  A grant  is  also  paid 
to  the  North  Regional  Association  for  the  Deaf  in  respect  of  its  statistical, 
co-ordinating,  and  educational  work.  The  numbers  of  Cheshire  deaf 
persons  on  the  registers  of  the  Societies  at  31st  December,  1959  were  as 
follows:

Other  Handicapped  Persons 

General 

The  registers  of  handicapped  persons  other  than  the  blind,  deaf, 
and  dumb  are  kept  by  Divisional  Medical  Officers.  They  are  limited 
to  persons  who  wish  to  receive  benefits  under  the  approved  scheme. 
General  advice  is  given  on  overcoming  their  handicaps,  and  on  how  to 
obtain  such  help  as  is  available,  either  under  this  scheme  or  under  the 
hospital,  local  authority,  or  other  aspects  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  The  names  and  addresses  and  particulars  of  all  handicapped 
school  leavers  are  sent  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  for  follow- 
up and  such  action  as  may  be  necessary.  One  example  of  help  under 
this  scheme  is  adaptation  of  premises,  inside  or  outside,  to  help 
handicapped  persons  to  overcome  their  difficulties.  Assistance  in 
handicrafts  is  given  when  possible,  with  the  co-operation  of  voluntary 
bodies.  The  most  prominent  example  of  the  Council’s  help  to  handi- 
capped persons  is,  of  course,  Wrenbury  Hall  Colony  (see  Section  V).

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Alterations  to  Property 

Financial  help  is  given  towards  the  cost  of  adaptations  inside  or 
outside  the  homes  of  handicapped  persons  to  enable  them  to  overcome 
their  difficulties.  During  1959  grants  were  made  to  17  patients,  and 
details  of  the  divisions  concerned  and  the  types  of  work  carried  out

Day  Clubs  or  Centres  for  the  Handicapped 

Chester  City  Council  has  a small  centre  attended  by  about  a dozen 
physically  handicapped  persons  each  week,  two  of  whom  are  from  the 
county  area.  Occupations  of  the  home  craft  type  are  taught  and  social 
activities  enjoyed. 

A successful  club  is  being  conducted  at  the  Macclesfield  Hospital, 
attended  by  patients  from  the  orthopaedic  and  geriatric  departments 
of  the  hospital. 
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In  Bebington  a handicapped  persons’  club  started  on  23rd  Sept., 
1959  and  the  average  attendance  is  approximately  14.  The  club  meets 
fortnightly  and  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  pay  for 
an  occupational  therapist  to  attend  on  two  afternoons  each  month. 
The  main  activities  at  the  moment  are  soft  doll  making  and  leather 

work. 

Occupational  Homework 

The  County  Health  Committee  pays  for  an  occupational  therapist 
to  work  approximately  half  time  in  the  Altrincham  and  Sale  and  Lymm 
divisions.  A total  of  38  cases  received  instruction  during  the  year  and 
568  visits  were  paid.  Knitting,  crochet,  embroidery,  tapestry,  marque- 
try, leather  work  and  rug-making  were  the  most  frequent  activities. 
Several  patients  entered  articles  in  the  Sale  Horticultural  Handicrafts 
Section,  and  two  patients  won  first  and  second  prizes  for  their  rugs. 
One  other  patient  won  third  prize  for  a tapestry  firescreen. 

In  the  Crewe  and  Nantwich  areas  ex-patients  of  the  Oswestry 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  received  encouragement  in  home  crafts  from 
voluntary  visitors  and  in  other  parts  of  the  county  the  local  British  Red 
Cross  Society  members  and  other  interested  voluntary  helpers  supply 
materials  for  home  occupations. 

The  Cripples’  Help  Society,  Manchester 

The  area  of  the  above  Society  extends  over  a large  part  of  the 
County  and  in  1959  agreement  was  reached  on  the  services  which  would 
be  provided  for  handicapped  persons  by  the  Society  and  by  the  County 
Council  in  order  to  avoid  overlapping. 

Particulars  of  all  handicapped  persons  are  exchanged  by  the 
Society  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers,  provided  the  persons 
concerned  do  not  object,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
persons  on  the  register  of  the  Society  in  each  of  the  Divisions  at  the

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Section  XIII.  Water  Supplies  Sewerage  and 

Sewage  Disposal 


Progress  in  the  extension  or  improvement  of  these  services 
continues  and  during  1959  work  on  many  such  schemes  was  proceeding 
in  the  county. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  report  for  1958,  a good  deal  of  work  on 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  still  needed  in  Cheshire,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  authorities  concerned  will  prepare  their  programmes  in 
order  of  urgency,  and  work  steadily  through  the  schemes  required. 
The  Rural  District  Councils  in  particular  should  all  have  programmes 
drawn  up  with  the  aim  of  providing  sewerage  schemes  for  all  sizeable 
communities  in  their  districts,  and  should  then  proceed  to  deal  with 
each  scheme  in  turn  according  to  the  order  of  priorities  agreed  upon. 
Finance  is  often  a reason  for  the  apparent  slowness  of  some  authorities 
to  proceed  with  schemes,  but  this  will  not  hold  up  determined  and 
progressive  authorities,  as  is  shown  by  the  excellent  achievements  of 
some  councils.  The  public  are  increasingly  aware  that  such  schemes 
must  be  paid  for,  and  they  are  increasingly  willing  to  meet  the  costs. 
Thus,  in  the  last  year  or  two,  schemes  have  been  carried  out  which  at 
one  time  would  have  been  thought  prohibitively  expensive. 

Financial  assistance  to  Rural  District  Councils  is  available  as 
mentioned  later  in  this  section,  and  this  again  has  been  an  incentive 
to  progressive  councils  to  provide  the  services  where  they  are  needed. 

Regrouping  of  Water  Undertakings. 

Discussions  and  negotiations  in  this  connection  continued  during 
the  year  under  review,  and  the  Department  gave  its  observations  and 
opinion  in  several  cases  where  re-groupings  or  amalgamations  were 
being  considered,  particularly  in  the  cases  of: — 

(a)  a proposal  to  include  Whaley  Bridge  Urban  District  (Derby- 
shire) in  Stockport  Corporation’s  area  of  supply 

(b)  a proposal  to  include  Glossop  Municipal  Borough  and  two 
parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  Council  (Derby- 
shire) in  Manchester  Corporation’s  area  of  supply 

(c)  a proposal  to  form  the  Macclesfield  and  District  Water  Board 
by  combining  the  undertakings  of  Macclesfield  Municipal 
Borough  Council,  the  Bollington  Urban  District  Council,  and 
the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council 

(d)  the  alternative  possibilities  of  the  Congleton  Municipal  Borough 
Council’s  Water  Undertaking  being  merged  either  with  the  above 
Water  Board  or  with  the  Mid  and  South-East  Cheshire  W ater 
Board 
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(e)  a proposal  to  merge  the  Hyde  Municipal  Borough  Council’s 
Water  Undertaking  with  the  Manchester  Corporation’s  Under- 
taking 

(f)  a proposal  to  merge  the  Lymm  Urban  District  Council’s  Water 
Undertaking  with  that  of  the  Warrington  Corporation. 

'Fhe  Hyde  Corporation’s  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by 
Manchester  Corporation  as  from  1st  October,  1959. 

Notification  was  received  during  the  year  that  for  the  time  being 
the  Runcorn  District  Water  Board  w'ould  not  be  required  to  amalga- 
mate with  any  other  Undertaking.  This  Board  supplies  the  Runcorn 
Urban  District  together  with  tw'o  parishes  in  the  Runcorn  Rural 
District,  and  there  had  been  moves  to  bring  about  the  merging  of  the 
Undertaking  with  that  of  the  Widnes  Corporation.  This  was  an 
interesting  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
having  regard  to  the  comparative  smallness  of  the  Runcorn  Undertaking 
and  the  fact  that  it  obtains  the  great  majority  of  its  supplies  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation. 

Financial  Assistance  to  District  Authorities 

Financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  water  supply,  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes  is  made  by  the  County  Council  to  District 
Councils  in  two  ways.  Under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Acts  approved  schemes  for  rural  localities  may  qualify  for  assistance 
both  from  the  Exchequer  and  from  the  County  Council.  The  County 
Council  also  operates  a scheme  of  financial  assistance  which  applies  to 
all  district  authorities  in  the  county.  This  is  based  on  the  relative 
incidence  (expressed  in  terms  of  rate)  of  the  cost  of  water  supply  and 
sewerage  in  the  area  of  each  Borough  Council  and  District  Council  in 
the  county.  Thus  Councils  with  a heavy  rate  burden  for  these  services 
receive  assistance  from  the  County  Council. 

The  latter  scheme  has  operated  since  1946  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  307  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  However,  this  section  has 
now  been  replaced  by  Section  56  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1958, 
which  enables  a county  council  to  make  any  contribution  it  thinks  fit 
to  the  expenditure  of  a county  district  council.  This  Act  also  re- 
arranged the  grant  structure  of  local  government  finance  so  that  less 
wealthy  district  councils  now  receive  rate  deficiency  grants  which  oper- 
ate to  bring  their  resources  up  to  the  national  average  level.  The 
county  scheme  has  accordingly  been  under  review  in  order  to  decide 
whether  excessive  rate  burdens  on  water  supplies  or  sewerage  should 
still  be  used  as  criteria  for  the  granting  of  County  Council  assistance, 
and  if  so,  whether  the  present  method  of  deciding  the  amount  of  assist- 
ance to  be  given  should  still  be  used. 

1 o help  in  this  re-appraisal,  all  authorities  in  the  county  were 
asked  to  submit  estimates  of  the  amount  of  capital  expenditure  expected 
in  the  next  five  years  or  so  on  works  of  water  supply,  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  in  their  districts. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year,  this  re-appraisal  of  the  scheme  Avas  still 
continuing. 

In  the  last  financial  year  for  which  figures  are  at  present  available, 
i.e.  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1959,  a total  sum  of  ;^52,368  was  con- 
tributed by  the  County  Council  towards  schemes  of  county  district 
councils  which  qualified  in  one  of  the  ways  specified  above. 

During  the  year  1959,  five  schemes  of  water  supply  estimated  to 
cost  £29,21\,  and  eighteen  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
estimated  to  cost  ^1,808,534,  were  considered  by  the  Department,  and 
brief  outlines  of  these  schemes  are  given  below. 

Water  Supplies 

Tarvin  Rural  District  Council 

Water  Supply  Scheme  for  Weetwood  Common  in  the 
Parishes  of  Tarvin  and  Willington — This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost 
;{^3,248,  provided  for  the  laying  of  1,989  yards  of  water  main  to  provide 
a linked  supply  between  Duddon  and  Kelsall,  to  replace  inadequate 
sources  of  supply  to  eleven  properties,  and  to  link  up  three  main 
“dead-ends”. 

d'he  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Water  Supply  Scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Wigland  and 
Wychough — This  scheme  was  estimated  to  cost  ^7,980,  and  provided 
for  the  laying  of  4,769  yards  of  water  main  to  supply  23  dwellings, 
seven  farms,  five  small-holdings  and  two  chapels  which  were  served  by 
inadequate  and  unwholesome  supplies  from  springs,  wells  and  bore- 
holes. The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval,  subject  to  the 
proviso  that  the  Rural  District  Council  should  approach  the  owners  or 
occupiers  of  the  agricultural  properties  included  in  the  scheme,  for  a 
contribution  towards  the  capital  cost  of  taking  a supply  of  water  to  their 
respective  properties,  in  the  event  of  no  grant  being  made  either  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  or  the  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food. 

Water-main  Extension  Scheme  between  Tattenhall  and 
Beeston — This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ^3,400,  comprised  the  laying 
of  2,100  yards  of  water  main  to  provide  a link  between  the  mains  in 
Tattenhall  and  those  in  Beeston  and  at  the  same  time  afford  a piped 
water  supply  to  eight  farms  and  small-holdings,  and  three  cottages, 
along  Tattenhall  Lane  and  Wickson  Lane,  which  had  unwholesome  or 
inadequate  supplies. 

This  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  subject  to  the  Rural 
District  Council  considering  an  amended  and  shorter  route  for  the 
water  main,  and  to  the  same  proviso  as  was  laid  down  for  the  previous 
scheme. 

Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council 

Water-main  Extension  Scheme  at  Gawsworth — ITis  scheme 
was  estimated  to  cost  It  provided  for  the  laying  of  some 
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2,480  yards  of  water  main  from  the  existing  water  main  in  the  Maccles- 
field/Lcek  Road  at  Oakgrove  to  serve  the  Woodhouse  End  area  of 
Gawsworth.  An  adequate  supply  would  thus  be  brought  to  eight 
farms,  four  holdings,  one  cottage  and  an  Estate  Depot,  all  owned  by 
the  County  Council,  and  to  three  farms  and  one  house  privately  owned. 
All  these  properties  had  existing  supplies  unsatisfactory  either  in 
quality  or  in  quantity. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  subject  to  the  proviso 
as  set  out  above  for  such  schemes  where  the  supply  would  be  used 
predominantly  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Warrington  County  Borough  Council 

Water  Supply  Improvement  Scheme  for  the  Parishes  of 
Whitley,  Antrobus  and  Great  Budworth,  in  the  Runcorn  Rural 
District — Here  we  had  the  unusual  case  of  a County  Borough  in  an 
adjoining  county  making  application  for  financial  assistance  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts.  On  1st  October,  1958,  the 
Water  Undertaking  of  the  Runcorn  Rural  District  Council  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Warrington  Corporation,  so  that  the  above  parishes  came 
within  the  Corporation’s  Statutory  Area  of  Supply.  The  Rural 
District  Council  were  given  representation  upon  the  Water  Committee 
of  the  Corporation.  The  three  parishes  concerned  were  served  by  a 
network  of  mains,  but  for  some  time  the  pressure  had  been  poor  and 
the  supply  had  been  inadequate  generally.  The  Corporation  accord- 
ingly  brought  forward  this  scheme,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,250, 
to  lay  3,820  yards  of  water  main  with  the  aim  of  improving  supplies 
throughout  the  area. 

Although  technically  the  scheme  appeared  to  be  most  desirable, 
it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  that  the  County 
Council  were  not  authorised  by  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Acts  1944,  to  consider  the  application,  as  the  authority  concerned  was 
the  County  Borough  Council  and  not  a joint  board  or  committee  and 
the  area  of  the  authority  therefore  lay  outside  the  County  of  Cheshire. 
This  opinion  was  conveyed  to  the  Town  Clerk  who  did  not  comment 
upon  it,  but  the  Minister  later  indicated  that  he  considered  the  money 
available  under  the  Acts  should  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  that 
preference  should  therefore  be  given  to  schemes  which  would  supply 
properties  with  water  in  pipes  for  the  first  time.  As  this  scheme  would 
mainly  improve  and  augment  existing  supplies,  he  did  not  consider 
an  Exchequer  Grant  would  be  justified. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Crewe  Borough  Council 

Surface  Water  Scheme  for  Delamere  Street  Area — This 
scheme,  estimated  to  cost  17,000,  provided  for  the  laying  of  816  yards 
o surface  water  sewer  from  the  Delamere  Street  area  to  the  Valley 
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Brook,  to  provide  facilities  for  further  development  in  the  Delamere 
Street  area  and  relieve  pressure  on  the  present  sewers  and  so  prevent 
flooding  which  occurs  in  the  Flag  Lane  area. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Surface  Water  Scheme  for  the  McLaren  Street  Area — 

This  provided  for  the  laying  of  690  yards  of  surface  water  sewer  from 
McLaren  Street  to  the  Leighton  Brook,  to  take  surface  water  drainage 
from  further  housing  development  in  the  area,  the  existing  combined 
sewerage  system  being  unable  to  take  this  additional  surface  water 
drainage.  The  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ;^8,702,  was  recommended 
for  approval. 

Southern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme — This  scheme,  estimated  to 
cost  j^76,085,  provided  for  the  laying  of  a new  trunk  sewer  from  the 
junction  of  Nantwich  Road  and  Bedford  Street  eventually  discharging 
into  the  existing  southern  outfall  sewer  not  far  from  the  Borough’s 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A branch  sewer  would  be  laid  from  Buchan 
Grove  discharging  into  the  new  trunk  sewer  in  Valley  Road,  and  a new 
surface  water  sewer  from  a point  on  the  Moat  House  Farm  site  to  the 
Wistaston  Brook. 

The  aims  of  the  scheme  were  to  obviate  the  flooding  which  occurs 
in  the  southern  area  of  the  Borough  in  times  of  heavy  rain,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  new  schools  and  a technical 
college  as  well  as  for  housing  development  in  the  Moat  House  Farm  and 
Vine  Tree  Farm  areas. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 


Hoylake  Urban  District  Council 

Comprehensive  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme — 

A detailed  report  upon  this  scheme  was  included  in  the  1958  Annual 
Report. 

The  observations  of  the  County  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers, 
Sir  A.  H.S.  Waters  & Partners,  were  received  in  February,  1959,  and 
were  favourable  to  the  scheme. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  a Public 
Inquiry  into  the  scheme  on  3rd  and  4th  March,  1959,  and  the  County 
Council  were  represented  thereat.  Considerable  local  public  feeling 
against  the  scheme  was  expressed  at  this  Inquiry.  The  scheme  was 
further  considered  by  the  County  Council  in  March,  1959,  and  was 
approved  in  principle,  subject  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  also  giving  his  approval.  The  Minister  did  approve  the 
scheme  in  due  course,  but  strong  local  reaction  continued,  and  alter- 
native schemes  have  since  been  under  consideration  by  the  Hoylake 
Urban  District  Council.

Wirral  Urban  District  Council 

Sewerage  Works  Estimated,  to  Cost  £101,500  This  applic- 
ation was  m respect  of  that  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  main  trunk  sewers 
of  the  North  Wirral  Scheme  (see  above)  which  are  the  concern  of  the 
Wirral  Urban  District  Council. 

This  section  was  likewise  considered  by  the  County  Council  in 
March,  1959,  and  was  approved  in  principle,  subject  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  giving  his  approval  to  the  proposals. 

Gayton  Parkway  Overflow  Sewer  Scheme — This  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  £^3,000  was  for  the  relief  of  flooding  in  the  Gayton 
Parkw-ay  area.  It  consisted  of  the  construction  of  a stormwater  over- 
flow chamber  and  the  laying  of  332  yards  of  21"  sewer  into  an  existing 
w'atercourse.  The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Sewer  Relief  Scheme,  Norton  Drive,  Irby — Estimated  to  cost 
£^2,987,  this  scheme  was  also  for  the  relief  of  flooding,  and  entailed 
the  laying  of  361  yards  of  surface  water  sewer  and  212  yards  of  relief 
foul  sewer.  The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Sewer  Relief  Scheme  in  Piper’s  Lane,  Heswall,  Estimated 
to  Cost  j^5,070 — To  obviate  flooding  it  was  proposed  to  lay  495  yards 
of  relief  sewer.  The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Northwich  Rural  District  Council 

Revised  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the 
Parish  of  Lach  Dennis — This  scheme  was  submitted  in  substitution 
for  the  scheme  submitted  in  1957,  and  commented  upon  in  the  1957 
Annual  Report.  The  revised  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ,^9,218,  will 
provide  drainage  for  31  existing  properties  and  future  development  of 
a further  48  properties.  It  entails  the  laying  of  970  yards  of  sewer 
through  the  village,  terminating  at  a pumping  station  from  which  the 
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sewage  will  be  pumped  into  the  existing  sewers  at  Lostock  Green  for 
final  disposal  at  the  Rudheath  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  About  a mile 
of  pumping  main  will  be  necessary. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  in  principle. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  Village  of 
Eaton  in  the  Parish  of  Rushton — d'his  scheme,  estimated  to  cost 
£\Z,222,  provided  for: 

(1)  the  laying  of  1,425  yards  of  gravity  sewer  to  link  up  with  the 
existing  sew'ers  which  serve  26  council  houses,  and  so  provide 
facilities  for  50  existing  privately-owned  houses,  and  an  antici- 
pated further  development  of  24  houses. 

(2)  the  construction  of  new  disposal  works  on  the  site  at  present 
occupied  by  the  plant  serving  the  council  houses,  the  settling 
tank  of  which  would  be  incorporated  for  use  as  a storm  tank. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Lymm  Urban  District  Council 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  Estimated  to  Cost 

132, 500 — This  scheme  was  for  the  replacement  of  the  obsolete  and 
overloaded  sewage  farms  at  Statham  and  Sow  Brook  by  a modern 
sewage  treatment  works  at  which  practically  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
from  the  Urban  District  would  be  treated.  To  do  this  would  entail 
the  construction  of  pumping  stations  at  both  the  Statham  Farm  and 
the  Sow  Brook  Farm,  about  miles  of  pumping  main,  and  the  con- 
struction of  a complete  new  works  near  New  Farm  to  the  east  of  the 
Sow  Brook  Farm. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  in  principle. 

Nantwich  Urban  District  Council 

Sewerage  Scheme  in  Welsh  Row,  Nantwich — Estimated  to 
cost  ;^2,335,  this  scheme  comprised  the  laying  of  200  yards  of  new  12" 
sewer  to  replace  an  existing  defective  9"  sewer  constructed  about  100 
years  ago  which  was  also  becoming  inadequate  in  size. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Sewerage  Scheme  in  Monk’s  Lane,  Nantwich — This  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  ,^1,130,  was  also  for  the  replacement  of  an  existing 
defective  sewer  laid  in  half-collar  pipes  with  open  joints.  It  was 
necessary  to  relay  421  ft.  of  9"  sewer  and  to  provide  an  additional 
manhole. 

This  scheme  also  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Runcorn  Urban  District  Council 

Sewerage  Scheme  in  Heath  Road,  Runcorn,  Estimated  to 
Cost  ;(^11,150 — The  work  involved  the  laying  of  111  yards  of  24" 
sewer  and  550  yards  of  18"  sewer  in  Heath  Road.  A comprehensive 
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sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Runcorn  is  in  course  of 
preparation.  'I'he  lengths  of  sewer  proposed  would  in  due  course  form 
two  sections  of  a main  intercepting  sewer  to  be  constructed  under  the 
comprehensive  scheme,  and  in  the  meantime  would  allow  development 
to  proceed  to  the  south  of  the  Ditton  and  Runcorn  Railway  Line  as 
well  as  providing  sewerage  facilities  for  a number  of  existing  properties 
on  Clifton  Road  and  Heath  Road.  Also  the  widening  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  Heath  Road  (B.5310)  was  shortly  to  be  carried  out,  and  it  was 
desirable  that  the  sewer  laying  should  be  planned  in  conjunction  with 
this. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Bebington  Borough  Council 

Clatter  Valley  Tributary  Sewer  Scheme^ — Estimated  cost 
/^36,800.  A total  length  of  2,360  yards  of  sewer  are  to  be  laid  along 
the  Clatter  Brook  Valley  to  serve  the  Clatterbridge  Hospital  and,  at  the 
same  time,  provide  main  drainage  facilities  for  the  Raby  Drive  area  of 
Poulton-cum-Spital.  The  scheme  would  enable  the  existing  inade- 
quate sewage  works  serving  the  Hospital  to  be  dispensed  with,  and 
provide  for  the  connection  of  about  forty  large  privately-owned  houses 
all  of  which  at  present  drain  to  septic  tanks.  Any  future  development 
in  the  Poulton-cum-Spital  area  could  also  be  drained  to  the  new  sewer. 
A contribution  of  ,(^27,800  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme  had  been 
promised  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board,  leaving  only 
/^9,000  to  be  found  by  the  Bebington  Authority. 

The  scheme  was  felt  to  be  very  desirable  from  a public  health 
point  of  view,  and  was  recommended  for  approval. 

Congleton  Rural  District  Council 

Sewer  Extension  Scheme  at  Church  Lawton,  Estimated  to 
Cost  £735  1 he  scheme  provided  for  the  laying  of  515  feet  of  sewer 

along  Lawton  Heath  Road  to  give  main  drainage  facilities  to  nine 
properties  at  present  draining  to  a septic  tank  which  at  times  gave  rise 
to  nuisance. 

I he  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  subject  to  certain 
comments  regarding  gradients  and  sizes  of  pipes  proposed. 

Bucklow  Rural  District  Council 

M Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  Parish  of 

„ ® y ^ ^ comprehensive  scheme  estimated  to  cost 

^2U8,U0()  and  would  provide  sewerage  facilities  for  the  three  main 
areas  pf  development  in  the  parish,  namely  the  “Town  Lane”,  “Hall 
^ane  > ^rid  Station  areas.  The  contours  of  the  area  make  pumping 
inevitable  if  the  sewage  from  these  areas  is  to  be  dealt  with  on  one  site. 
1 he  site  chosen  for  the  works  lies  to  the  rear  of  the  Ilford  Photo- 
graphic Works  and  adjoining  the  Mobberley  Brook. 
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The  scheme  provided  for  499  existing  properties  and  an  ultimate 
total  of  637  properties. 

There  was  no  doubt  of  the  need  for  such  a scheme  on  public 
health  grounds  so  far  as  the  main  part  of  the  village  was  concerned, 
and  accordingly  it  was  recommended  that  the  scheme  should  be  given 
approval  in  principle,  but  it  was  suggested  that  the  Bucklow  Rural 
District  Council  should  be  asked  to  give  further  consideration  to  the 
following  points: — 

1.  the  need  to  include  the  “Station”  section  in  the  scheme,  having 
regard  to  the  fact  that: — 

(a)  no  further  development  is  anticipated  in  the  Station  area; 

(b)  the  scattered  nature  of  the  existing  development  and  the 
contours  of  the  area  which  would  entail  the  use  of  five  ejector 
stations,  cause  the  cost  per  property  to  be  very  high; 

(c)  no  known  nuisance  or  detrimental  public  health  condition 
exists  in  the  area. 

2.  in  connection  with  the  Ilford  Photographic  Works  in  the  “Town 
Lane”  section  of  the  scheme: — 

(a)  as  the  ultimate  flow  from  these  works  will  be  50%  of  the  total 
anticipated  flow  from  the  whole  area,  and  as  the  disposal  works 
have  been  designed  on  this  basis,  the  desirability  of  seeking  a 
contribution  from  Messrs.  Ilford  Ltd.,  towards  the  cost  of  the 
disposal  works  should  be  considered; 

(b)  again  in  view  of  the  high  proportion  of  the  total  flow  which  will 
emanate  from  Messrs  Ilford’s  works,  the  strength  of,  and  the 
presence  of  any  harmful  constituents  in,  the  flow  from  these 
works  should  be  fully  investigated  so  that  the  eflFect  thereof  on 
the  plant  at  the  disposal  works  can  be  fully  anticipated  and,  if 
necessary,  conditions  can  be  laid  down  regarding  preliminary 
treatment  of  the  flow  by  Messrs.  Ilford’s  before  discharge  to 
the  sewers. 

3.  offering,  on  agreed  terms,  facilities  to  the  Macclesfield  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  sewage  from 
the  adjacent  Country  Schools  and  Warford  Arms  area  of  the 
Macclesfield  Rural  District. 

Altrincham  Borough  Council 

South-Eastern  Area  Sewerage  and  Surface  Water  Drainage 
Scheme — This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  ^130,000,  was  submitted  as 
an  outline  proposal,  for  which  preliminary  approval  in  principle  was 
sought.  Flooding  has  occurred  with  some  frequency  in  recent  years 
in  the  south-eastern  area  of  the  Borough  and  complaints  have  become 
widespread  and  persistent. 

The  proposals  to  deal  with  this  consist  of  the  laying  of  a trunk 
sewer  from  the  end  of  Laurel  Drive  westwards  and  northwards  along 
Wood  Lane,  Moss  Lane,  Mossgrove  Road,  Moss  Lane  again,  then 
westwards  along  Newstead  Terrace,  across  the  railway  at  Skelton

Junction,  then  along  the  north  side  of  the  railway  to  the^south  end  of 
Brookfield  Avenue,  and  thence  northwards  to  join  the  63"  Tinaperley 
outfall  sewer  at  Timperley  Junction.  This  sewer  would  total  2,400 
yards  in  length.  A short  length  of  sewer  would  also  be  laid  in  Stanley 
Drive  to  deal  with  flooding  there.  The  trunk  sewer  would  provide 
for  the  development  of  a site  in  Bloomsbury  I.ane,  and  for  a 
proposed  new  school  off  Victoria  Road  (Grove  Lane). 

At  the  same  time  it  was  proposed  to  lay  500  yards  of  new  foul 
sewer  along  the  Stockport  Road  between  Wellington  Road  and  Wood- 
lands Parkway  at  present  served  by  an  old  rectangular  culvert  with  a 
very  flat  gradient. 

The  scheme  was  recommended  for  approval  in  principle,  subject 
to  further  consideration  when  additional  particulars  and  details  have 
been  submitted.
